Congress to be voted for upon the same 
day.

Lists 35 Days Beforehand. 

Candidates must furnish their lists of 
election officers to tho County Commit¬ 
tees nt least thirty-five days before the 
day of election and the county lists 
must be certified and npprovod by the 
subcommittee of the 8 tate Executive 
Committee thirty days before the elec¬ 
tion day. The rules further provide 
that precinct election returns must be 
certified by election officers to the 
County Committee, by It canvassed and 
reported to the subcommittee; that the 
Stale Committee must meet not later 
than November 20. at Frankfort, and 
canvASS the returns made to It by the 
several County Committees, and that 
the successful candidates must pay any 
deficit existing should the estimate of 
expenses made by the Btate Committee 
to-day fall to cover all expenses In¬ 
curred.

ASKS TO BE LOCKED UP 


TO PREVENT HIS MANIA PROM

ADMITS FIRING ONE BUILDING. 


Danville. Ky.. Aug. 11 .—{Special.]— 
Ten day* «|0 the Ihrge Block barn, lo¬ 
cated a mile from town, on the Lexing¬ 
ton pike, belonging to the wealthy 
stockman. John Walalgcr. wo* bunted 
to the ground shortly before midnight. 
The proparty was valued at $5,000 ami 
the fire was attributed to spontaneous 
combustion, owing to the fact that the 
loft had Just been tilled with new- 
mown hay. 

This afternoon James Spalding, a 
substantial farmer, residing three mile* 
from town, drove Ills carriage down 
Fourth street, stopped In front of Jail¬ 
er Fltxge raid’s residence, alighted, 
steppe*] to the door and rang the bell. 
The officer responded and Spalding In¬ 
structed his driver to tske the carriage 
home and then Informed the Jailer that 
he burned WelslgeFs barn and desired 
to be locked up. 

He said that he bore no 111 feeling 
toward Mr. Wei*lger. but that at times 
he Just felt mean and that his great 
desire was to bum barns. He mated 
that on the night of the Welslger fire 
that hla life almost depended on his 
burning of a bum. and that he got out 
of hia buggy, touched a lighted match 
to the barn and then drove home and 
retired. He further stated that the 
burning of the barn hAd not Improved 
his condition, but that he had been feel¬ 
ing even meaner since the fire than be¬ 
fore and believed It was necessary that 
he be locked up/ lest he commit other 
similar deeds. 

He was taken before Judge Nichols, 
where he again stated the case, and 
was ordered to Jail to await the exam¬ 
ining trial, which Is fixed for next Mon¬ 
day morning. Spalding has a wife and 
three small children, who are among 
the most highly respected people of the 
county. He said that he had not sold 
anything to hls family about the burn¬ 
ing, nor about the fact that he desired 
to be Jailed. Several bams have been 
burned In this community recently and 
an air of mystery has surrounded each 
fire. The large bam of George B. 
Dunn burned two weeks ago and the 
origin of the fire pusskd the owner and 
the police. Spalding has not been ques¬ 
tioned about any of the other barns, 
but will be fully examined by the de¬ 
tective* next Monday morning. He 
talks perfectly rational and hls 
friends who have called at the Jail say 
they cannot distinguish any change 
whatever in hls manner and conver¬ 
sation. 

A. J. Clarke Dead. 

Evansville, Ind., Aug. 11.—[Special.]— 
Andrew J. Clarke, attorney, former 
prosecuting attorney and Republican 
politician, died to-dqy at Manltou 
Springs. Col., following an operation for 
appendicitis. He was forty years old 
and leaves a family.

St. Petersburg. Aug. 11, Noon.—Grand 
Duke Nicholas Nlcholalevltch, president 
of the Council of National Defense, 
narrowly escaped assossiruUlnn yester¬ 
day afternoon at the hamls of the Im¬ 
perial guards In the guard camp at 
Krasnoye-Selo. 

It appears that the Grand Duke was 
personally reviewing, maneuvering and 
putting the troops through blank firing 
practice, when he suddenly was star¬ 
tled by the wospllke hiss of bullet* 
about Ms head. Fortunately neither 
himself nor hls horse was touched. The 
command to cease firing was Immedi¬ 
ately given and the soldiers of the reg¬ 
iment from which the bullets came 
were marched back to their quarters 
and an Investigation was begun In the 
hope of ascertaining from the barrel* 
of tho rifle* which of the soldiers fired 
ball cartridges. Several arrests are un¬ 
derstood to have been made. 

One of the Grand Duke s aids do 
camp, who, however, was not person¬ 
ally present, advanced to the Associat¬ 
ed Press tho theory that possibly the 
bullet* were fired by accident, but he 
considered that beyond a doubt there 
was a plot on the part of a number 
of guardsmen, who deliberately plan¬ 
ned to take the Grand Duke's life un¬ 
der cover of the general blank car¬ 
tridge firing. 

“It was no more an accident/' said 
the aid de camp, “titan was the firing 
of the charge of grape from the *alut. 
lng battery at the Winter palace on the* 
occasion of the ceremony of blessing 
the waters of the Neva by the Em¬ 
peror a year and a half ago." 

The bold attempt on the Grand 
Duke's life caused an Immediate change 
In the plans of the Emperor, who had 
arranged to go to Krasnoye-fielo to¬ 
day and 6pcnd a week with the sol¬ 
diers of hls imperial guards. 

Afterwards it was definitely estab¬ 
lished that the shot* were tired by the 
first battalion of the sharpshooters of 
the guard, who advanced In rushes, 
while making & sham attack on an 
Intrenched position. Fully a hundred 
shots were fired, but the Impatience of 
the conspirators led them to open fire 
at such a distance as to frustrate their 
object. Before the maneuvers began all 
the ball cartridge* were taken from the 
troops and the officers had taken the 
precaution to make a special examina¬ 
tion of the cartridge pouches of the 
soldier* Immediately before the Inaugu¬ 
ration of the movement of the troops. 


IMPOSTERS AT WORK. 

An Alleged Lieutenant Defrauded 
Wealthy Land Owner of $3,000. 

Kharkov, Russia, Aug. 11.—There 
have been frequent casts In the cen¬ 
tra] province* of revolutionary agita¬ 
tors wealing the uniform of an aide d* 
comp of the Emperor going thioiigh 
the country announcing to the ignorant 
ptabuitiry that the Emperor has de¬ 
cided to distribute all land but that 
tho nobles and landlords were prevent¬ 
ing the news from reaching the peas¬ 
ants ami Instructing them to take what 
Ihu Emperor had given. A still bidder 
fraud has just been exposed hero which 
Illustrates the deceptions to which the 
ncvoluttonteis are resorting to In order 
to penetrate the military secn > of the 
Government and to open up channels 
for theh propaganda Inti* the army. 
Some time ago a man appeared at the 
headquarters of the commander of th* 
Kharkov garrison, representing himself 
as Lieut. Pojotsky. aide de camp of 
Gen. Sukhumlinoff. commander of the 
military district of Kiev, In which 
Kharkov lies. He presented what pur 
ported to be an official document au¬ 
thorizing him to transmit orders re¬ 
garding the disposition of the troops. 
The Idea of questioning hls authority 
never scouted to have entered the mind 
of the commander of the garrison who 
received hitu with the greatest atten¬ 
tion and tufned over for inspection all 
the otllclul documents In his possession 
for several weeks “Lieut. Pojolsky*' 
was entertained by th« officer*, wo* a 
prominent figure at the military re¬ 
views a.nd personally accompanied sev¬ 
eral punitive expeditions Into the coun¬ 
try. When he left It was with full 
military honor*. Later. In course of 
correspondence with Gen. Sukhomlin ft. 
It was discovered that the muu was an 
Imposter. In consequence of this the 
commander of the garrison here has re¬ 
ceived a scathing reprimand and gen¬ 
eral orders have been Issued from the 
War Department warning garrison 
commanders throughout the empire to 
beware of stjnilur tricks of the revolu¬ 
tionists. 

In addklon to the military informa¬ 
tion which the revolutionary “Lieuten¬ 
ant'’ secured, M. KharltonDnkao, a 
rich landed proprietor mourn* the loss 
of lk.000 which he loaned the young 
"aide de camp of Gen. Sukhomlinoff." 

Premier in Bad Light. 

SL Petersburg. Aug. 11.—The revela¬ 
tions made In open letters by Count 
Hayden. Prince Nicholas Lvotl and M. 
Hhlpoff regarding the cause of the 
breakdown of the negotiations looking 
to their entering the Cabinet place 
Premier Btolypln In a rather bad light. 
The letters show that the Government 
utterly refused to yield anything In the 
matter of principle and only tried to 
give the Cabinet an appearance of lib¬ 
erality by inking In two public men. 

Prince LvofT said it was absurd to 
ask them to become mere Government 
clerks. They had specially Insisted on 
getting tht? portfolios of the interior as 
vital to obtaining public confidence. 

None of the liberal papers has yet 
been allowed to resume publication. 
The Novoe Vremya, w hich often rvtlecU 
the sentiment of tho upper ctrcl«*#. dis¬ 
plays a constantly stronger tone In 
favor of rigorous suppression of the 
revolutionary movement. To-day It d»* 
clare* thut every member of the out¬ 
lawed Parliament who signed the VI- 
borg manifesto must be prosecuted. 
The censorship continues to forbid the 
publication of all foreign criticisms of 
the Government’* course.

!*t8 to-morrow,jat which the Plutfonn 
Committee will present a new pro* 
gramme on which the party expect* in 
appeal to tho country at the coming 
•lectlgn*. the progressive drift of the 
r y will be recognizel i»> j.- ,| 
for universal suffrage direct In the 
cities and In two State* In the count it. 
and the enlargiment of the powers of 
•the Parliament to Include a revision of 
treaties a* well a* a discussion of loans, 
taxi's and concessions. M. Shlpoff. for¬ 
mer Finance Minister, will als» propose 
the reorganization of the council of the 
Emperor, or upper house, as an ad¬ 
visory body, with no legislative powers. 
The platform will adopt a negative at¬ 
titude on the proposition for a general 
expropriation of land, mentioning only 
a division of state, crown and church 
lands and an extension of the activity 
of the local commissions. It will rec¬ 
ommend the abolition of the communal 
system and all special laws. In order 
to place the peasantry on an equal 
footing with rhe other classes; the 
amelioration of the condition of the 
workmen, restricted autonomy for non- 
Ruaslan*. and will declare that the 
enactment of a measure providing free 
education should be the first care of 
Parliament.

TRIAL OF MUTINEERS. 

Officers Are Blamed by tlx* Russian 
Government. 

St. Petersburg. Aug. 11.—After the 
preliminary Investigations, the military 
and naval prosecutors have decided to 
try by court-martial no fewer than 2.000 
soldiers and sailors who participated 
In the Cronstadt and Sveaborg mutin¬ 
ies. The prospects of the men, however, 
have been brightened by the decision of 
the Emperor to appoint two extra¬ 
ordinary commissions, headed respec¬ 
tively by General* Volar and Guncher- 
•»rr and Admirals Molla* and Makatoff, 
to Investigate the cause* of the out¬ 
breaks at Croostadt and Sveaborg, 
and to determine the responsibility for 
the demoralisation.

CHANCE TO EXPLAIN. 


Of thirteen cows and heifers ln the 
herd at the Home for the Aged and In. 
firm, on ih« Salt river road, found to 
be infected with tuberculosis* eight 
have been killed and the other five; 
which have been condemned, but which 
aro with calves, are kept Isolated and 
closely w atched. Tbe killing of the ani¬ 
mals Friday and yesterday was the dl 
reel result of tests made on them Wed 
nesday and Thursday by Dr. F. T. 
Kluenmnn. State Veternarian. Ow'en 
Tyler, acting Mayor, the members of 
tbe Board of Public Safety, Dr. Albert 
A. Deig, Acting City Health Officer and 
Dr. Edward C. Lwrty, acting County 
Health Officer, Inspected the Home and 
the 8 lock, week before last. 

Dr. Delg and Dr. Laverty then were 
deeply interested in the completion of 
the pure milk ordinance which was In¬ 
troduced In the Board of Alderman at 
the meeting lust Tuesday night. Dr. 
Eljcnmnn went to the Hocne last Wed¬ 
nesday and made ths Innn. ulntlons 
Tho next day he took the temperatures 
of the cows which were being examined 
and found that thirteen of them were 
affected wdth tuberculosis. As provided 
by the laws of the State he condemned 
thorn and notified the city authorities 
and the members of the State Board of 
Health of his declalun. 

Three of the animals w»ere taken 
away from tho Home farm Friday and 
disposed of, and yesterday five rm rv 
met with the same fate. The other 
five are tnolated wh« re the disease can¬ 
not be communicated to any other ant 
mats. They probably will be killed 
soon.

Example For Dairymen. 


4 *I want to command the action of the 
city authorltes In their hearty co-opcr. 
atlon with the Statd Board of Health 
in the killing of tho animals affected 
with tuberculosis." said Dr. Chester A. 
Mayer, of the State Board last night 
"It means ns much to the city to have 
to stand for property loss as It means 
to an individual. The city Is making 
an effort to obtain a supply of milk of 
unquestionably wholesome origin, and 
the action of the mundpallty In killing 
Its own affected cattle should have a 
good efTect on the dairymen In case It 
Is found necessary to condemn any part 
of their herds. 

'While I am talking about milk sup¬ 
ply. 1 want to say.- Dr. Mayer con¬ 
tinued. "that tho pure milk ordinance 
as drawn up by Dr. Delg and ths City 
Attorneys Is an admirable one. It may 
follow that the dairymen will lose, be¬ 
cause of the rigidity of some of Its 
provisions, nnd that may mean that the 
price of milk will go up. I do not say 
that It Is my expectation that It will, 
but 1 would not be surprised if It 
should. For that reason city people 
should not complain if they find they 
have to pay more for their milk. They 
might look upon the additional cent 
or two a day os a kind of insurance 
from disease.'*

and Infirm ranks among the best In this 
part of the Ptnto for general purpose*. 
The cattle are Holstein crossed with 
Jersey, and aro noted for their mtlk- 
glvlng There are Wbout forty In the 
herd. Tho stables are rnodlee and the 
pride of the Inmate* of the home. They 
have been said to be the best equipped 
stables In the State for dairy cattle and 
arejlghted with electricity and kept 
as ^lenn as human dwellings. The 
milk and the products of the milk Are 
consumed by the Inmates of the Home 
and do not find their way to the mar¬ 
ket. At the Home lost night It was said

One of the snered "orders" of the 
Slutkor religion was that its follow¬ 
ers should buy nothing tlmt they could 
by any possibility rnuke for thernsoivt*, 
says the Is trlot News-Tribune.

The grist mill, the 
wheelwright's and cooper's shops wore I 
equally necessary* TTie 8hakers tanned 
their own leather and made their own 
shoe*— horsehlde for the brethorn; cow¬ 
hide. salfjkln and cloth, with lather 
tips and heols, for the slaters. All out¬ 
door boot* were very thick, for. ns they 
could nut motiuftuture rubbers, they 
had none. There was a mill fur carding 
the wool sheared from their own sheep 
and a clothiers' mUl where materials 
were dyed. Tho proportion of tlw dif¬ 
ferent colors whs fixed by a holy "or- 
dnr.” and that is why all Shaker clothes 
look so much alike. In tho weaving 
mill thoy made cloth of wool and of 
cotton. This latter they obtained from 
the Shaker settlements In the South. 
The brethem trapped raccoons for the 
soke of th«4r skins. These were fast¬ 
ened to planks and covered with lye, 
strong enough to loosen the hair, but 
not to rot It. When this prrx'oss was 
finished the long hairs were pulled out 
and thrown a way and the soft fur was 
hand «arded. spun with wool or silk, 
und the resulting yarn knitted Into 
gloves. 

Of course, the brethren had to 
carry on an Immense farm to feed the 
settlement, and there was no room ft t 
drones ln the Shaker hive. The boys 
went to school for three months In Itie 
winter, and the llttlie girls us long in 
the summer: the rest of the year they 
did their full share of the work of 
thdr world . Neither were there Idle 
hands among the sisters, you may be 
sure. Imagine the washing. Ironing, 
rooking, cleaning and mending to be 
done for this great family. It took the 
whole time of a number of sisters to 
look after the children, and several 
more were occupied In the dairy, for 
the sisters milked three cows apiece 
night and morning, besides making 
butter nnd cheese. Then the sisters 
made all the family clothing, as well 
ns woolen shirts and drawers to sell 
outside. Most of the printing was 
done by the sisters In the "printing 
shop." They also set up the Bhaker 
tnagoxlne. The Manifesto, but they 
were not considered worthy to WT>rk 
on the "Book of Divine Wisdom." Thl^ 
was done by brethren specially ap¬ 
pointed. and as king as they were en¬ 
gaged In this labor they lived apart 
from bhelr tallows, discoursing and 
thinking of holy thing*. When they 
were ready to strike off the honk they 
wont forth with trumpets and blew a 
blast to each of the four corners of 
the earth, and then went In and fin¬ 
ished their task. 

As soon ns the fall apples began to I 
accumulate we used to have "paring | 
bee«" several times a week. That 
sounds quite delightful, I dare *ay. but 
ns a matter of fact It was far from 
amusing. In the first place, we were 
all very fired after a hard day's work; 

In the second, the brethren sat on one 
ride of the washhouse, the sisters on 
the other, and general conversation 
was absolutely forbidden. A whispered 
remark to one's next door neighbor 
wa* all that was countenanced, and a 
particularly stern eldress was chosen 
to patrol the ranks of the younger sis¬ 
ter*. that no tender glances might be 
exi hanged across the chasm. The 
brethren ran the noisy pAring ma- 
hlnes, an occupation not conducive to | 
sentiment, and w* sisters trimiruM and 
cored, while the children emptied p«i)s 
of apples or refuse. Tbe work went on 
until everyone was nearly asleep—for, 
remember* we all rose at 5 In tbe 
morning—nnd until fifty or sixty bush¬ 
els of apples had been prepared. 

Near the village was a grove of 
nearly a thousand sugar maples., so 
the making of syrup nnd sugar wo* an 
Important Industry. The camp was on 
a side hill, about two miles from the 
settlement, and hero the great sheet- 
iron kettlea were arranged one above 
another nnd connected with pipes and 
faucets, so that the boiling sap could 
easily be run from one to the other. 

In the early spring a detachment of sis¬ 
ter* went out and washed all the but k- 
ets before ,they were hung upon the 
trees. The sap wns first boiled down 
by the brethren at camp and then 
brought in on the sleds to the "sugar 
shop." where the sisters took charge >f 
It. Shaker syrup Is remarkably fine be- 
ause It Is clarified by the addition of 
milk, one quart to twelve gallons of 
syrup but it must be put ln at Just 
the right moment In order to produce 
the desired results. 

The syTup wns stored in two-gnllon 
jugs, settled with resin, and one of the 
Jug* was opened each Sunday morning

DIES IN UTAH. 


TACOMA RECEIVES CALL-DOWN DR. EDWARD J. WULFF. NATIVE 
FROM ADMIRAL. ._ OF LOUISVTLIAJ 


Sailor Refused Admission to BaII 
Because He Wore a Blue 
Suit. 


Tacoma, Wash., Aug. 11.—A sailor of 
the Pacific squadron having been re¬ 
fused admission to a dancing “acad¬ 
emy" here.

I trust this celebration 
on Its part embodied Its sentiments of 
patriotism and of appreciation for 
those w ? ho have undertaken to fight 
their country's battles, but In view of 
this piece of unwarranted snobbishness, 
1 am forced to entertain lively sus¬ 
picion. 

"Unles* Tacoma desires to serve no¬ 
tice on the navy that Us visits there 
are unwelcome It behooves you, Mr. 
Mayor, and other broad-minded citi¬ 
zens to bring the offenders In this case 
to a sharp and public account."

News was received here yerterday of 
the deaQh of Dr. Edward J. Wulff, 
witich occurred suddenly at his home 
In Bern&l.

Wulff was a son of Mr. and Mrs. Wai¬ 
de mar A. Wulff. of Kenwood Park, and 
a brother of Waldemar C. Wulff. of 
W. C. Wulff A Co., sheet metal con¬ 
tractors. He vva* a graduate of the 
Manual Training School and of the 
University of Pennsylvania School of 
Medicine. He was married about a 
year ago. and went to Bernal. Utah, to 
establish a practice In medicine. 

The family have received no par¬ 
ticulars of the death other than It was 
sudden. They believe that it was due 
to heart failure.

MRS. GEORGE HUBLEY DIES 

OF TYPHOID FEVER. 


Member of Prominent Family—Fu¬ 
neral Services This Morning. 


Joseph Bower, driver for the mall de¬ 
livery. and Edward Sutton, mall clerk, 
were badly injured last night at 8 
o'clock at Fourth avenue and Chest¬ 
nut street In a collision with an auto¬ 
mobile. They were thrown out and 
sustained Injuries about the legs and 
shoulders. 

'A he wagon was driving east on 
Chestnut street and was Just crossing 
Fourth avenue, when the automobile, 
a large touring car. which bore the 
number 2,861, came In Fourth avenue 
at a very rapid rate of speed. It at¬ 
tempted to turn and pass In front of 
the mall wagon, but the slippery condi¬ 
tion of the street caused the machine to 
swerve, and It crashed Into the side 
of the wagon. Both of the occupants 
of fhe wagon were thrown out. and 
narrowly escaped being run over. Sut¬ 
ton fell almost directly underneath the 
wheel* o»f the wagon, but escaped in¬ 
jury from them). They were carried 
Into the drug store of Henry Schoettlln, 
at Fourth avenue and Chestnut street, 
where their injuries were dressed by 
Dr. Ellis Duncan, of the Masonic build¬ 
ing Bower was Assisted to his home, 
w'hlle Sulton was taken to Dr. Dun¬ 
can’s office. He was found to have 
sustained a severely twisted ankle, 
bruises all over his body and a great 
shock as the result of hi* fall. Bower 
suffered bad bruises and a general 
shaking up. 

The automobile kept on Its way after 
the accident, and the names of Its oc¬ 
cupant* could not be learned. 


FIRST SERMON 


WILL BE DELIVERED BY DR 
GRAYBILL TO-DAY. 


Slegler Frailer, colored, was killed, 
and several w’hite persons were Injured 
w'hen cast-bound car No. 100, of the 
Louisville and Eastern road, collided 
with W. S. Garbrandt’s water wagon, 
near Ormsby station, ton miles east of 
Louisville, yesterday afternoon, at 12:40 
o’clock. The Injured are W. 8 . Cahill, 
motorman, who lives at Marcia, a lit¬ 
tle station near the scene of the acci¬ 
dent; David B. Moore, conductor, who 
lives at Lyndon, and Joseph Maler, a 
painter In the employ of the railroad 
company, w-ho lives at 2407 Payne 
street. About a dozen passengers who 
were aboard the car at the time, were 
badly shakeu up, but none wore in¬ 
jured. The body of the negro was 
brought to Louisville and taken to the 
undertaking establishment of Bod©n 
Brothers, on Second street He lived 
near the Eight-mile House on the 8 hd- 
byvllle pike, and the body will be taken 
there to-day. He was twenty-four 
years of age and unmarried. 

According to the superintendent of 
the Louisville and Eastern road, the 
car was traveling at a rapid rate of 
speed when it struck the water wagon 
squarely in the center. The accident 
occurred on the company's privato 
right-of-W’ay, he said. The waguri was 
struck with such force that It was 
broken in half. The front end was 
dragged along by the mules, while the 
rear end was strewn along the track 
for a hundred yards. 

The negro, Frazier, was the only per¬ 
son on the wagon at the time. When 
It was struck he was hurled from his 
seat several feet Into the air. In failing 
he struck his head against out of the 
steel rails. HI* skull was fractured by 
the blow, and death ensued a short 
time later. 

The front vestibule of the car was 
badly damaged, and W. 8 . OahiH, the 
motorman, was almost smothered In 
the wreckage . When extricated he was 
found to be In a dazed condition, but 
an examination developed the fact that 
he had suffered no broke nbone*. Da¬ 
vid B. Moore, the conductor, wimped 
with a number of severe bruise* on the 
left side and a cut on the left wrist. 

Joseph Maler. the painter, was bad¬ 
ly bruised about the hip*, but he, too, 
escaped serious Injury . He was first 
taken to Anchorage, but later removed 
to his home in Louisville. 

Immediately following the accident 
Dr. L. D. Mason, of Middletown, and 
I>r. S. D. Wetherby, of Anchorage, were 
summoned. Frazier died before the 
arrival of the physicians, and their en¬ 
tire attention wua devoted to the In¬ 
jured. Dr. Mssan said last night that 
none of those who suffered cuts and 
bruises were internally injured, and 
that all the passengers escaped unhurt. 

Frazier, it Is said, had been to the 
river for the purpose of filling with 
water the tank on the wagon. He was 
returning to the home of his employer 
at the time of the accident. There Is 
a com field near the crossing, and the 
lull corn obstructs the view of persons 
approaching from either direction, it 
1* said. The car wo* only a few yards 
away when the negro driver attempted 
to cross the track In front of It.

Aug. 11 .—The police last 
night captured seventeen Colombians, 
former revolutionary Generals, on the 
charge of conspiring against high na- 
tlonaJ authorities. The prisoners during 
the revolution of 1904 distinguished 
themselves by their depredations In the 
Interior of the isthmus. A Mexican 
named Ruiz Zandovnl also was taken 
Into custody. Alt the men arrested had 
recently arrived In Panama.

FOR SUCH STOCK, 


REST JUDGES IN THE STATE TO 
BE IN CHAROE. 


BIDS FOR THE CONCESSIONS. 


Liberal provision for mules and jack- 
gtock has been made in preparing the 
prize list for the Kentucky State Fair. 
Prise money amounting to more than 
1600 Is offered, and there will be 
eleven classes for mules, which will 
be shown on September 18. For Jacks 
and Jennets twelve classes have been 
provided. Including one special class 
for horse and Jack stock. 

T. B. Bright, of Danville. Ky.. has 
consented to act as Judge of the Jacks 
•t the State Fair. Mr. Bright Judged 
this class at the State Fair last year 
•nd Is generally regarded os one of 
the beat qualified Judges of Jacks In 
the country, and wherever he has of¬ 
ficiated the awards have given univer¬ 
sal satisfaction. James Taggart, of 
FinchvUUe, will be superintendent of 
the Jack stock. Mr. Taggart Is a large 
breeder of Jacks, and Is In every way 
competent to take charge of this divi¬ 
sion of the State Fair. 

In addition to the nine clusses for 
Ja* ks and Jennets of various ages, 
three awards will be made. There will 
be two sweepstakes, one for a Jack 
of any age and one for a Jennet of any 
age. the prise for the best Jack being 
825 and the best Jennet being 820. 
Every breeder of Jack stock will be 
particularly anxious to win the special 
premium, a silver cup valued at 150 
for the best herd of Jack Mock. The 
herd will consist of a Jack over two 
years of age. one Jeunet and three 
Jacks or Jennets under two yea fa. The 
entire herd must be owned by the ex¬ 
hibitor. 

The mules will be Judged by Harry 
Lazarus, of Bowling Green. Ky. Mr. 
Lazarus in the largest dealer of mules 
1 State, and no better Ju ir 

their value or quality can be found. 
Mr. Simmons, of Shepherdsvllle. will 
be the superintendent of muleft. Beside 
the regular classes there will be two 
•weepstakes of 820 each for the best 
horse mule and the beat mare mule of 
any age.

Concessions to Be Let. 

A large number of concessions at the 
State Fair will be sold by the com¬ 
mittee having these In charge, of 
which Clarence Sales is chairman. The 
fair management will sell the privilege 
of operating the check room, printing 
the daily programme, etc. The com- i 
mittre wants all who expect to b!.l| 
on any of the concessions to submit 
their offers at the earliest possible i 
date. It has practically been decided 
to let the dining room privilege to some 
church or benevolent organisation, and 
any guild or any bodies of women who 
would like to undertake the matter as 
a means of raising money for their 
church, or whatever insritution they 
may be connected with ♦have been re¬ 
quested to lake action in the matter 
• t once. 

Among the concessions to which the 
committee Is willing to receive prop¬ 
ositions ara the following Bootblack 
•nd barber, badges and buttons. clJor. 
candy floss, check room, dally pro¬ 
gramme. fruits, fortune telling, hot 
waffles, kinetoscope. knife board. Jew¬ 
elry. merry-go-round, microscope, news 
Iflepot, optician, popcorn, peanuts, pho¬ 
tograph gallery, photoscop*. palmistry, 
poirtnts. feed store, shooting gallery, 
tintypes, melons, printing. Ice cream, 
candles, lemonade, lunch, e*c. 

It is expected that a considerable 
•mount of revenue will be secured from 
the sale of these privileges. 


In his address to those who attendeJ 
the meeting at the Board of Trade 
yesterday noon. Urey Woodson, secre¬ 
tary of the National Democratic Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee, said that Louis¬ 
ville. he thought, would have little dif¬ 
ficulty In obtaining the National Con¬ 
vention, if It could be shown that the 
hotel accommodations were sufficient. 
On that, be said, depended the decision 
of the committeemen. He suggested. 
In the course of the discussion, that If 
Louisville could offer to house the 
members of the committee In one or 
two of the clubs, ns was done In Kan¬ 
sas City, much progress would have 
been made. He suggested immediate 
action, and volunteered to do whatever 
w*as In his power to help Louisville. 
Other men present spoke, offering sug¬ 
gestions and giving assurances of 
active support. Capt. John H. Leath¬ 
ers. the chairman, was authorised to 
appoint a committee of twelve, with 
twelve alternates, to attend the Bryan 
reception In New York, and to Issue the 
Invitation to the commliteemon as¬ 
semble! there and also to appoint a 
committee of three to Interview the 
governors of the clubhouses. 

The attendance at the meeting male 
up in enthusiasm what it lacked in 
numbers. It was called to order some¬ 
what late by Capt. Leathers, who said 
that so far as he had been able to 
ascertain, sentiment In the city for 
going after the convention was unani¬ 
mous. He had known many bigger 
things than a national convention to 
start In a smaller way. he said. He re¬ 
viewed briefly Louisville's convention 
history from the O. A. R. encamp¬ 
ment. eleven yens ago to the Home* 
coming, and told of the satisfactory 
manner In which Louisville accommo¬ 
dated the crowds. He Introduced Mr. 
Woodson.

Mr. Woodson said that he hid been 
on the committee for the loot ten years, 
and had seen how other cities had 
captured conventions. There are flfty- 
ooo members of the National Demo¬ 
cratic Executive Committee, he said, 
•nd twenty-six of their vote* will be 
sufficient to get the convention. The 
committee looks closely Into hotel ac¬ 
commodations first of all. he continue 1, 
and will Insist on being shown what 
Louisville has in the way of hotel fa- 
eTitles. He spoke of the Kansas City 
convention, saying that the certainty 
of Mr. Bryans nomination then had 
much to do with keeping the Interest 
and the crowds down. Mr. Bryan will 
not be In Louisville at the convention, 
he said, and that will tend to discour¬ 
age a large attendance. 

“So far as the good wishes of the 
committee ore concerned." he said, 
“Louisville and Kmtu< ky are all right. 
The committee wtfl meet to decide on 
the convention city on January 8 or 
February 22. 19C8. and will call the con¬ 
vention for five or six months Uter. 
It will be In session four or five daya 
Louisville must exhibit then a certi¬ 
fied check for 850,000 In order to re¬ 
ceive consideration. There are about 
1.C00 delegates and the same number of 
alternate*. They will have to be pro¬ 
vided with hotel accommodations. A 
subcommittee of seven or eight men 
Will visit the cities asking for the con¬ 
vention and inspect thoroughly the ho¬ 
tel facilities. St, Louis and Kansas 
City have Just had the convention. Chi¬ 
cago Is indifferent, and New York 
wouldn’t give a dollar to have It. It 
looks very much now as if Louisville 
would not have any opposition."

Will Arrange for Meeting. 

He agreed to arrange fur a meeting 
of a quorum of the National Committee 
with a delegation of Louisville citizens 
should it be decided to make such an 
overture. He also said that he could 
supply those twelve with tickets to the 
Bryan reception. He said that If the 
invitation would be made in the right 
way. and early, so that none of the 
committeemen would be pledged lo 
other towns, he could see little rea¬ 
son why Louisville should not win 
easily. He offered his services at any 
time he might be called upon. 

Mayor Paul C. Barth was called on 
by the chairman He spoke of Mr. 
Woodson's good offices. Mr Woodson 
had shown what to do. he said, and 
suggested that Louisville get in touch 
with those who had engineered the get¬ 
ting of conventions In other towns ao 
as to find out how to do It. He said 
that he would help boopt. Individually, 
and as Mayor of the city For the city, 
he said that It could be counted on to 
do Its part.

Maj. Michael J. Paul, one of the first 
ohiefs of the Louisville Fire Department, 
and a well-known citizen, died of In¬ 
juries thntTie had received two months 
ago. at an early hour yesterday morn¬ 
ing at his home 2504 Hemlock street. 
His death had been expected for sever¬ 
al days, and »urrounded by the .iifTu¬ 
bers of his family, he quietly poised away. 
In May. 1905. he fell from a moving 
train at I^agrange. Ky., and sustained a 
fracture of his left hip and of his 
left leg above the knee. Possessed of 
remarkable strength and vitality. In 
hplte of his advanced years, he recover¬ 
ed from the injuries sufficiently t» g» 
about without the aid of a crutch. Two 


months ago, however, he was struck by 
a screen door, and he fell from the 
back porch, suffering bruises about the 
right hip and shoulder. He grew 
rapidly weaker, and suffered Intense 
agony. • He was kept under tho In¬ 
fluence of opiates to relieve his pain 
and was unconscious for tbf last f*w 
days. He died with regaining con¬ 
sciousness. 

• • • 

Led Active Life. 

Maj. Paul's life was one full of action, 
adventure and success. He was born 
In Brownsville, Fa. eighty years ago. 
and wus of German descent. I^eft at the 
Age of ten to take care of his younger 
brothers and his motner. at the death 
of his father, he performed his task 
nobly. The family moved to New 
Albany a few rears later, and his 
period of education was cut short when 
he had to go to work. He apprenticed 
himself to a carpenter, and learned 
that trade. Meanwhile, he attended 
night school, business college, and read 
extensively to make up for what he had 
lost. He took advantage of his oppor¬ 
tunities. and In rqlddle age. w’as one of 
the best read men In the city. He mov. 
ed with his family to this city around 
1840, and continued in hlw chosen trade. 

In the early forties. Maj. Paul became 
a member of the Mechanic Volunteer 
Fireman’s Company, and was a ohAttAf 
member of the volunteer firemen. He 
wan elected to the highest position In 
that organization, and servrd many 
terms When the steam fire engines 
were Invented, the company was dis¬ 
banded. and the fire iieparfntent some¬ 
what as ll stands to-day was formed. 
Co! A- Y Johnson was elected by the 
B»>ard of Counollmen and Aldermen to 
the position of chief of the first depart¬ 
ment. but resigned after a few months 
to lead a company of Federal troops, 
when the Civil War broke out. Maj. 


Paul was appointed by the Board to fill 
out the unexplred term, and at the end 
of the term of one year, he was reelect¬ 
ed 

• • • 

Southern Sympathizer. 

Hardly had he taken office, when his 
warm Southern sympathies being 
known, the Federal soldiers watched 
him with suspicion. Ho was heart 
and soul with the lost cause, and did 
all that he could to aid the Confeder¬ 
ates. Hr was arrested oh the charge 
of aiding In smuggling contraband 
goods Into the Conf«*dt-rate lines. At 
that time, farmers without the city 
were in the habit of buying up manure 
from the Fire Department, and It was 
claimed that he had concealed In the 
wagons, food, ammunition and medicine. 
He was taken to the prison at Mem¬ 
phis. Tcnn.. where he was kept thre * 
months. There was no proof of the 
charges, to hold him. nnd he wjis re¬ 
leased He never denied the charge*, 
and It was said that he had aided the 
Confederates In that way 

In the next election, he was opposed 
by Col. Johnson, who had the majority 
j of the votes of the boat'd. Undaunted, 
however. Major Paul went to Frank¬ 
fort. and with the aid of Boyd Win¬ 
chester and others, had the charter of 
the city amended so as to throw the 
election before the people, and making 
the term of office two years insteal 
»>f one. When the Issue was put to 
the people. Major Paul w«« re-elected 
by an overwhelming majority At thi 
next election, he w'aa defeated by 
George \f Levy. 

After his defeat, he retired from pub¬ 
lic life, but continued to take on In¬ 
terest In It. and was an Important fac¬ 
tor In politics for many years. He was 
a life-long Democrat casting his first 
vote for James K. Polk for President. 
His advice was taken by the political 
leaders who consulted him on many oc¬ 
casions. After his retirement, he took 


up his work of carpentering and 
continued In that until \S»9, when he 
retired.

Had Powerful Physique. 

Major Paul was one of the most pow¬ 
erfully built men In the vtty. He strod 
over six feet tall In his stockings. He 
used to delight In feats of strangth. 
His memory was said to be really re- 
rnArlCA ole. and he was knowm among 
nls friends as a walking «*neyolopoedla 
of the city’s early history. He could 
relate the events of the Civil War and 
° r 1,101 troublesome times of the recon¬ 
struction with the greatest accuracy. 
His memory stretched as far bock as

The Tennessee Ant!-Saloon League Is 
redoubling Its effort* to drive saloons 
out of the entire State, and from now 
until NVyembeur will uso all Its power 
to elect meinibtrs of the Legislature of i 
Its way of thinking. 

At the annual meeting of the league 
fcAld tills week, the enthusiasm was 
marked. All the speakers be-Uoved Ten¬ 
nessee was roady to clinch into the! 
water wagon from Carter to Shelby, ' 
and they expressed the opinion that | 
the league must prepare to take things , 
at the flood. A new constitution was* 
drawn, submitted and. adopted, and a i 
platform reported by a committee re- I 
oeivcd unanimous approval. This plat- i 
form is the most radical yet adopted 
by the ocganhMAion. It favors the ex¬ 
tension of the Adams law to every! 
town and city In the State, regardless 1 
of the wishes of the people of the 
towns and cities, favors a law allow- , 
Jng cities which may not as a whole j 
p take advantage of the Adams law and i 
Its amendments to prescribe the ter- 
lltory wherein liquor may or may not 1 
be sold; favors laws s&ftaratlng saloons 
from grocery stores and ail other lines 
of business, and removing all blinds 
or other obstruction to view In saloons; 
favors laws, both National and State, 
preventing the shipment of liquor Into | 
dry territory, and also declares against 
» toe manufacture as well as sale of all 
spirituous, vinous or malt liquors In 
any territory under the operation of 
the prohibition law, known as dry ter¬ 
ritory. 

These demands If enacted into law, 
means no saloons in Tennessee, no jug 
trade, no distilleries, wine making 
plants or breweries and no cigars sold 
In saloons. By antagonizing so many 
Interests the league is likely to have 
hard sledding to get through Its main 
demand, the extension of the Adams

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Strange Doing* in Persia. 

The announcement that tho Shah of 
Persia has decreed that Persia ehall 
have a Constitution and National As¬ 
sembly falls strangely upon the Amer¬ 
ican ear. We have grown so accus¬ 
tomed to the thought that the Shah 
reigns supreme that a deviation from 
such a situation cannrrt be grasped at 
once. But we may as well adjust our¬ 
selves to the new state of affairs, the 
new system of government. In Persia, 
for the Information that so drastic a 
change is to be made comes to America 
In the form of an officio! note from the 
Grand Vizier to the Persian Minister In 
Washington and therefore la not to be 
doubted. 

The decision of tho monarch caused 
surprise at the Persian legation In 
Washington. It Is said, but evidently 
the Persian representatives In this 
country were well aware that revolu¬ 
tionary agitation In their native land 
had become so widespread and aggres¬ 
sive lately that the Bhah was bound 
to take some action to save his throne, 
whether that action consisted In for¬ 
cibly subduing the violent ©leroeuta or 
In granting concessions. That he chose 
the tatter course Illustrates the Im¬ 
petus gained by the revolutionary 
movement, for It Is not the way of ab¬ 
solute monarch* to surrender an lota of 
their power In response to a feeble de¬ 
mand. The clamor became too great 
for the Shah to Ignore or suppress. So 
he h&a given in. 

Them are few States more in need 
of reforms than Persia. The history of 
Persia Is a history of absolutism. Injus¬ 
tice. personal persecution and graft. 
The Shnh, present and past, has been 
the almighty figure who held the life 
and fate of all his subjects In the hol¬ 
low' of his hand. His whim could send 
anyone In his dominion to death or to 
prison. He chose for mtnfetcrs con¬ 
scienceless men who would carry out 
his will with neatness and dispatch. 
The so-called civil courts, adminis¬ 
tered by the mullahs, or priests, were 
controlled by bribery, favoritism and 
expediency. Tho whole government 
was what might be described with the 
•x press! ve. If somewhat unrefined. 
Americanism, •‘rotten. 1 * 

Tho fad for freedom which has been 
gaining ascendancy through the world 
finally spread to Persia. The mutter- 
ings ef the people against the oppres¬ 
sion of the existing government event¬ 
ually took the shape of action. Lost 
January prominent merchants of Te¬ 
heran closed their shops, traveled to 
a neighboring village and there held a 
meeting. In which they demanded from 
the Shah a Constitution and a National 
Assembly. From that time the agita¬ 
tion waa kept up. Over a week ago tbo 
Shah dismissed his Grand Vlster, whom 
the people disliked, and appointed to 
the position a man held In greater 
favor. The Shah’s decree I* supposed 
to have been largely the result of the 
counsel of the new officer, under whose 
administration the proposed reforms 
will be formulated and put Into ef¬ 
fect. 

8o far, the Information received is to 
the plan and scope of the National As¬ 
sembly Is not comprehensive nor In¬ 
structive. According to the first brief 
dispatch the Assembly will be equally 
composed of equal parties, that Is to 
■ay. “princes of the blood, clergy, chief 
of the rotgnlng dynasty. Cadjnr. high 
dignitaries and personages, merchants 
and representatives of corporations." 
It is stated, further, that the body shall 
meet at Teheran, and that all civil and 
constitutional laws shall originate In It, 
and after the signature of the Shnh 
•hall become effective. This indicates 
that the membership of the Assembly 
Is to be restricted to the upper classes 
and that the plan calls for a limited 
suffrage, but even with such limita¬ 
tions the change* mean a great deal 
for the country, since they Introduce 
the voice and desires of subjects Into 
the government, which heretofore ha* 


been but the instrument of one man's 
will. 

It will be of Interest to observe vlu 
career of this new Persian b',dy. and 
compare It with the course of the Hus- 
slan Dourr.o. Will the Persian body be 
content with the conditions prescribed 
by the Shsh and keep ivtthl.i bounu%. 
or will It ask for more thun the 8huh 
is willing to grant, und. In consequence, 
either collapse by Imperial edict or 
plunge the country Into civil war? The 
Czar has found It difficult to manage 
his people and his reforms. Let us see 
how the Shah will get along in bis un¬ 
dertaking. 


A Thorough Overhauling Wanted. 

It Is a distinct and serious misfor¬ 
tune to the public interest, embracing 
as It surely does our character as a 
people and the usefulness and credit 
of our organised charities, that an in¬ 
stitution like the City Hospital should 
become tho sport and prey of political 
agitation; that newspapers should see 
In it only an opportunity for partisan 
advantage; that doctors should pair 
off. so to say. In groups; and that the 
people at large should bo, alternately 
dated or disgusted by statements, con¬ 
flicting and scandalous, given out by 
tho one side and the other in accusa¬ 
tion or defense. 

That something Is, and has been 
these thirty years and more, rankly 
wrong seems conclusive. There has 
rarely been a time when muttering* of 
one sort and another did not issue from 
the wretched old ramshacklo pile of 
brick, fleas, mortar and lice, of callow 
Internes and neglectful Doctors, of 
queer nurses and queerer patients, and 
called by courtesy a Hospital. Every 
Superintendent has had his hands full, 
every Matron her troubles. In the very 
nature of the case, nothing 8cems easier 
than to pick flaws In the best manage¬ 
ment possible under conditions at all 
times Irksome and harassing and con¬ 
stantly aggravated by human Infirmi¬ 
ties of every sort. The whole system, 
both of organisation and administra¬ 
tion, must be defective, and. If It bo 
not overhauled, we shall have no per¬ 
manent amendment, no matter what 
party or who happens to be In the as. 
Cendant. 

If the Mayor would rise to the exi¬ 
gencies of the occasion and Ills oppor¬ 
tunity. If the Board of Safety would 
show* Itself equal to tho work of real 
and lasting Reform, they would unite 
In a movement less to vindicate any 
especial person, or to defend and per¬ 
petuate any particular order of being, 
than to ferret out such evils as are of 
admitted existence—“from turret to 
foundation stone/* with the purpose of 
creating a new order. 

They should begin by relegatmg nil 
personal considerations to tho rear and 
by disregarding the cackle of partisan 
newspapers as tho barking of toothless 
dogs. The Mayor, and his Board, are to 
be tried by the event, not by the shal¬ 
low and obvious clamor of this, that or 
the other Individual or newspaper hav¬ 
ing some grudge to work, or axe to 
grind. The aim of the present concert¬ 
ed attack has been to goad and to bully 
to the end that there shall be no mend¬ 
ing of abuses, that the question shaJl 
be left open to continued agitation, 
and that, flnaily, when the people come 
again to the polls, the charge can be 
made that nothing has been done. 

Mr. Barth owes to his German blood 
a modicum of obstinacy. His natural 
disposition is to refuse to be driven. 
Mr. Vogt is his friend, and his loyalty 
to his friend leads him to look too 
keenly to the personal aspects of the 
present onset. Behind all that has 
been said pro and con—the general 
consensus of opinion being that Mr. 
Vogt has done his duty as best he 
could under many handicaps—stands 
the City Hospital Itself, a public be¬ 
nevolence, having a commanding claim 
upon every citizen of Louisville who 
has a heart In his bosom, upon every 
woman in the community whose sym¬ 
pathies go out to suffering humanity, 
and this neither now, nor hereafter, 
can the Mayor escape, or can he afford 
to shirk. 

We have heard enough to know that 
the conditions are little less than de¬ 
plorable. Reform to reach must be 
thorough and radical. If an Act of the 
Legislature be necessary let us seek 
It. If an Act of the General Council 
be sufficient, let us have that. It L 
disgraceful to the community that such 
an institution should have been neg¬ 
lected so long that the very building 
which shelters it Is the merest rat- 
harbor. dilapidated and unclean, whilst 
the means provided Tor Its operation 
are so Insufficient as to deft the most 
energetic and Intelligent administra¬ 
tion. 

A feature of the pending Investiga¬ 
tion has been the attempt to shift tho 
blame. Inevitably, we have had crimi¬ 
nation and recrimination. Tlie Super¬ 
intendent, the Doctors, the Matrons, 
the Nurses and the Internes have been 
quoted alternately as grossly at fault 
What matter who is at fault If there 
be faults that need mending? 

The Courier-Journal's recommenda¬ 
tion to the Mayor la that he organise 
at once a movement not to vindicate 
the City Hospital, but to recreate it. 
i Whitewashing will not avail either 


physically or morally. If the clergy¬ 
men of Louisville want to do effective 
good they will at tho next meeting of 
the Ministerial Association take up this 
matter at Chtistlun men. and not as 
politicians. If the Doctors of Louisville 
can agree among themselves long 
enough to act fairly upon any proposi¬ 
tion having a professional annex or 
Opportunity, they could give useful and 
timely support to the Clergymen. Tho 
General Council might form a Commit¬ 
tee of Its beat men. or name a Comm *- 
sJon of the test citizens—wholly non- 
partisan and free from all party virus 
or bias—to supervise and put in shape 
the conclusion that may be reached, 
and so to take this great institution 
out of the realm of agitation and put 
It In a sure process of reconstruction. 


Making a New Record. 

The convloUon of a lyncher at Salis¬ 
bury'. N. C., is said to bo the first In¬ 
stance of the kind in the State. He 
was concern**! In the Irregular execu¬ 
tion of three negroes, waa convicted of 
conspiracy and g->t fifteen years In the 
penitentiary. To on outsider U looks 
like he waa guilty of murder and 
ought to have been hanged or sent to 
the pen Herniary for life, but fifteen 
years is hotter than nothing. 

The man convicted tn this cs»e waa 
George Han. an ex-convict. Hall waa 
ho shocked by the crime of the negroes 
tfiat ho could not afford to wult for the 
orderly, but slow, processes of the law. 
He had reason to know from his own 
experience that the law sometimes gels 
there and lands a criminal in State 
prison, but he was not willing to trust 
IS in the erase of these negroes, so he 
cheerfully lent himself to a conspiracy 
to take their liven In a sort of Irn gulnr 
fadhlnn. He had experienced the re¬ 
sults of * Justice hi his own perwon, and 
so felt for K an enthusiasm that could 
not be restrained by mere abstract 
maxims of the law. Hence hi* real 
was net kept wKhln bound*, and his 
anxiety to witness the triumph of Jus¬ 
tice led Tikm Into extra-lego! methods. 
It is one of the curiosities of mob law 
that those who administer It are so 
frequently men who hove violated the 
statutes in other instances, yet they 
arc so eager to see Justice prevail that 
they will tear tho laws aJl to pieces in 
order to effectuate their righteous pur¬ 
pose. Hall drew the line at murder, 
and drew It with such a stem sense of 
Justice that he did not hesitate to com¬ 
mit another murder in order to avenge 
the ona which he so seva aly repro¬ 
bated. 

It may be that tho circumstance that 
Hall had boon In the penitentiary had 
something to do with his easy convic¬ 
tion. It is true that the evidence 
against him Is said to have been over¬ 
whelming, but so Is the evidence 
against a great many others who al 
low their »roJ for Justice to Induce 
them to commit more murders In order 
to discourage those who have com 
m*Mcd some before. It may well be 
that the Jury thought that a man who 
had gone to the penitentiary In a regu¬ 
lar and orderly way had no right to 
attack the administration at Justice as 
inadequate, since he himself was a liv¬ 
ing proof of Its efficiency. If Hall had 
been one of the best citizen* and hmd 
gone out to commit a murder without 
any personal experience of tho ef¬ 
ficiency of the laws, lie might have 
been suspected of emotional Insanity, 
or some other sort of mental deficiency 
which would make him the object rath¬ 
er of pity than of indignation. An ex- 
convlct has not tho same right as other 
men to say that the pretense of execut¬ 
ing the laws Is distinctly false and 
fraudulent, for he knows by experience 
that they are sometimes carried out. 

Of course. Mr. Hall takes an appeal. 
Tho Imprisonment of a man who has 
done no more than commit a murder 
through his excessive enthusiasm for 
the administration of Justice is s aid to 
be without a precedent in North Caro¬ 
lina. There Is a chance, therefore, for 
hks lawyer to say that It la “a cruel 
and unusual punishment.** and con¬ 
trary to the Constitution. But what¬ 
ever may be the fate of that plea. It Is 
somewhat encouraging to notice that a 
new record lias been made and that 
this class of murderers have received 
a warning that too much seal for jus¬ 
tice Is liable to Involve them In litiga¬ 
tion which will prove costly If it Is not 
otherwise dangoroua 

There are possibly other States In 
which no lyncher has ever been con¬ 
victed. If so. they would do well to 
Imitate the example of North Carolina. 
The conviction of some score of two of 
lynchers In all the States where such 
offenses occur would be an excellent 
object lesson. 


Belated Zeal for the Law. 

Earle Fletcher, a negro who was 
hanged at Birmingham. Ala, on Fri¬ 
day. was, according to his own state¬ 
ment. full of grace, and prepared for 
association with the elect in a higher 
dime; but, nevertheless, he was un¬ 
willing to quit these mortal purlieus 
without expressing his intense disap¬ 
probation of Judge Weaver. The 
Judge had thoughtlessly gone fishing 
on the very day when Fletcher de¬ 
sired to get him to issue a writ of 
habeas corpus to stop his execution. 
This rendered it necessary for Mr. 
Fletcher to go to heaven a little while 
sooner than he desired, and he held 
the Judge responsible. 

Bo far as we are advised, Fletcher 
was not innocent. He was already In 
the penitentiary for fifteen years on 
account of a homicide which he had 
committed when he brained a fellow 
convict with a cool pick. But It seems 
that Judge Weaver had gran-ted a writ 
of habeas corpus In the case of a man 
from another county, and as Fletcher 
lived In the county, he naturally felt 
that hts claims to consideration were 
greater than those of a man who lived 


elsewhere. He could not help think¬ 
ing. therefore, that the dTy w.is 
a peculiarly Inappropriate one for the 
Judge to go fishing. It does not make 
any difference whether there was any 
ground for a habeas corpus or not. 
for the J(nlge had already granted one 
In another case, and the administra¬ 
tion of the law ought to be uniform, 
whenever a preference Is not expressly 
given to one who lives In the county. 

It Is rather interesting to note how 
Insistent law'-breakers are upon every 
provision of the law which cun by any 
possibility be Invoked in their own 
favor. Fletcher had two murders to 
his account, one committed while he 
wras undergoing punishment for the 
first. But he had a great respect for 
the remedial writ of habeas corpus 
designed to release a person from pris¬ 
on w’hen he Is unlawfully deprived of 
his liberty. H had been found, per¬ 
haps. ehat another person w-us un¬ 
lawfully Imprisoned, and hence Fletch¬ 
er arrived at the conclusion that the 
same sort of a wrk would do him 
good, and Insisted on It as due to one 
who lived In the county. Although no 
rogue who feels the halter draw ever 
dies with a good opinion of the law, 
Fletvher nevertheless went away wkh 
the Idea that the writ of habeas cor¬ 
pus is Intended to prevent the execu¬ 
tion of convicted murderers. \ He was 
doubtless mistaken as to the law. but 
he had much respect for any law that 
would neutralize that against mur¬ 
der. Unfortunately his zeal for the 
law* came rather too late. 


Louisville for the Convention. 

The meeting of the Board of Trade 
yesterday In the Interest of Louisville 
as the place for holding the nzitionai 
Democratic convention, while not os 
turning; the form of a popular demon¬ 
stration, was ail that was necessary 
for tho preliminary steps In that direc¬ 
tion. It was composed of the most ac¬ 
tive of that class of citizens who have 
been successful In promoting the Inter¬ 
ests of Louisville and enlisting the 
support of the element from which 
come th© contributions necessary for 
all such undertakings. Urey Wood- 
son. the Kentucky member of the Na 
tlonal Committee, and also Its secre¬ 
tary. waa present and explained the 
steps necessary to be taken with a view 
to securing the convention, receiving 
the assurance of all thAt nothing should 
be lacking to strengthen him with the 
committee in his efforts to have Louis¬ 
ville selected as th© place* for naming 
tho next Democratic candidate for 
President 

The action of the meeting will be suf 
ficietit notification to the Democratic 
party at large that Louisville will be 
an applicant for this honor. The al¬ 
most unbroken record of the State^for 
more than half a century as a steadfast 
supporter of Democratic principles 
should commend it to this recognition. 
At the close of tho war It was the first 
of the States south of tho Ohio to re¬ 
organize the Democratic party and to 
lead the South In Its re-establishment 
and In the redemption of that section 
from the misrule imposed upon it by 
th© Republican party. In ail the ad¬ 
vantages capable of accruing from such 
action It has claimed nothing, and the 
party now has the opportunity of show¬ 
ing Its appreciation for t$e State's eerv 
Ices by selecting Louisville for th© pur¬ 
pose named. The campaign having been 
Inaugurated, should be prosecuted with 
all proper vigor to a successful con¬ 
clusion. 


Our Larger Cities. 

The Census Bureau sends out a bul¬ 
letin giving the status In 1904 of all 
the cities of the country. 151 In num¬ 
ber. that have a population of over 
30.000. 

Speaking of large cities we usually 
refer to population and not to terri¬ 
tory. Territorially considered. New 
York Is tho largest city In the country, 
having 209,218 acres of land area. So 
far the area corresi»onds with popula¬ 
tion. but the second city In territory 
Is New Orleans, with 125.600 acres, 
while Chicago comes third with 114.- 

932. 

The expenses of these 151 cltlec Tor 
1904 footed up 8554.440,215. Of this 
great sum New York spent $167,060,- 
171, or about three-tenths. Philadel¬ 
phia spends more than New York, and 
Boston’s expenses are nearly three times 
os great as those of Baltimore, which Is 
nearly of the same size. It Is worth 
while to notice that of the money spent 
by the cHies. 61.7 per (sent., or more 
than three-fifths, went for salaries. 

The aggregate debts of the 151 cities 
amounts to $1,551,462,665, but subtract¬ 
ing th© sinking funds It Is $1,228,216.- 

933, or $56.97 pel 1 capita. The per cap¬ 
ita debt Is largest In Newton. Muss., 
where It Is $125.58. New York ts sec¬ 
ond. with $113.25, and Boston third, 
with $108.17. The last-named city hits 
die largest tax levy, which Is $30.16 
per thousand.

That something of course is 
a spilt. Preferably of course the Re¬ 
publicans hop© that the State conven¬ 
tion will reject Hears* and put a con¬ 
servative In tho fluid so that a three* 
cornered fight may result.

more pliant tool than he Is. and con¬ 
sequently does not core to trust him¬ 
self to their tender mercies.

In Cases Reported to Health Depart¬ 
ment Births Exceed the Deaths 
by Seven,

But the Ill-favored ones don’t sub¬ 
mit. If they can’t do buslne**, they 
will see that the law' Is also enforced 
against Tan field. Westcott and Welsh. 
The result—Saratoga is as it should Ik 
— wld© open. 

Some years back the famous watering 
place Was going to rack nnd ruin. The 
cause of It was very simple. Th© par¬ 
sons and the reformers captured the 
government and kepi Saratoga shut as 
tight as a drum throughout the sum¬ 
mer seasons. When the busin©** peo¬ 
ple and others who depended for pros- 
u P°n a crow fled season sot up 
a howl and began to say things, the 
self-regulators of morality took a buck 
seat, and the late William C. Whitney 
and his friends stepped In. Saratoga 
naa not been closed very much since, 
but It has prospered. No one believes 
that its people who have a good mem¬ 
ory wilt encourage the present reform 
crusade. 

New York has been having a great 
deal of trouble over the disposition of 
its garbage ever since the plant which 
burned it wa© destroyed by tire. For 
many years prior t»* the advent of 
George E. Waring us State Cleaning 
Commissioner. the gat-bug© from the' 
city wss towed in barges out to set 
find was dumped ‘.here. It was found 
though that much of It Hooted hack 
with the tide and Coney Island suffered 
some m consequence. There were sec¬ 
tions where the garl.igv prevented 
bathing altogether.

Bad Meat and Riot.

It appears that the officials refuse J 
to enforce the law concerning slaugh¬ 
terhouses and the sale of sanitary 
meats—they were In with the packers, 
It st-ems. The ocher morning half a 
hundred housewives met In front of the 
butcher stores and related to each otli- 1 
er that the vuriothi meat merchants 
tried to make them buy the tainted ar- j 
tide. It set them thinking, and they 
reaolved to visit every butcher store 
In town to see whether fresh meat 
could not be had. They found none, 
ttnd communicated the news to all the 
town, adding that tho Mayer end Mas¬ 
ter of Police doubtless were behind the 
outrage, namely, the attempt to feed 
everybody and anybody ou tainted i 
stuff. 

From fifty to sixty, the female mob 
grew to be 100. 200, 800. then t*h^ men 
Joined In, orators potrted themselves on : 
the curbstone and inflammatory 
speeches were made. Result: The 
masses concluded to storm the butcher 
stores and throw toe tainted meat into | 
the street, bus save a little for the 
Mayor and Master of Police. 

Th© programme was carried out! 
faithfully, for there were no troops in 
town, and Its police force was ulto-i 
Briber Inadequate. In a few instances 
th© cops altered resistance and tried 1 
to make arrests, but were pummeled 
und wounded for their trouble. The, 
Master of Police and Mayor were made 
to eat a chunk of putrid ment ea* h, 
though they protested thut th**y hud 
breakfasted extremely well, and w>l*e 
not hungry. Later the offending butch- [ 
era were treated to a like dinner. 8ome 
of them had to eat the putrid stuff ns It 
came from the counter: In a few cases, 
the women cooked It for them. At any, 
rate, the authorities, ns w©U as the 
butchers, are determined that Kamas- 
chln shall have good meat in future. 

Forty Years’ War.

Congregatlonallsts ar© now talking 
about having some Book of Liturgy 
which shall b© for Congregational 
churches what the new Book of Com¬ 
mon Worship Is designed to be for 
Presbyterian*. When the Presbyterian 
book was published, several months 
ago, it was predicted that it was likely 
to find use in Congregational churches 
as well os Presbyterian, but present 
Indications are that the Congregatlon¬ 
allsts a* a body will be satisfied with 
nothing lens than a liturgical book of 
their own, ono especially prepared for 
their use. 

What this book shall be, the lines 
along which It shall be complied, are 
subjects now under discussion in Con¬ 
gregational circles. And to the sur¬ 
prise of many it Is neld by some of 
the leaders that the basis at leant of 
the Congregational liturgy should be 
the Book of Common Prayer of the 
Church of England. These leader* 
openly criticise the new Presbyterian 
book, which was prepared by a com¬ 
mittee of which the Rev. Dr. Henry 
Van Dyke was the head, and say that 
tho committee was limited because It 
had to observe the provisions of the 
Presbyterian Directory of \Vorsilp, 
whlqb was drawn up by the Westmins¬ 
ter Assembly of Divines at a time when 
there was a complete revolt from any 
use of liturgical forms. 

The Presbyterian Committee, these 
Congregatlonallsts say. were careful to 
avoid imitation of the Book of Com¬ 
mon Prayer, and In this avoidance la 
found the chief objection to the book. 
It Is further alleged that the book is 
compiled on & wrong pian for Congre¬ 
gational use. The Congregational at¬ 
titude toward the English Bo .k of 
Common Prayer 1* thus expressed by 
one of the leaders In that body: 

"Our real Inheritance Is in the Eng¬ 
lish Book of Common Prayer, which 
gathered up the best elements of th i 
service books of Its time, both historic 
and reformed, and w'a* the possession 
of the undivided English Church from 
which we derive. Our father* u s**} 
their liberty in discarding It, If we 
mean lo return to written forms, we 
shall be using our modern life We 
shall ImiMiverish and not enrich our¬ 
selves by stepping further outside of 
the tradition of the whole church Tho 
time Is ripening for such a revision of 
the Book, of Common Prayer as may 
serve our reed."

This extra 
charge Is paid primarily, of course, by 
the railway corporations that buy th* 
rails. Bui they haVe to pay their divi¬ 
dends and meet their Intereet charge* 
and provide for their sinking fund*. 
So In order to meet the unnecessary 
cost of steel rails, beoause of the un¬ 
necessary tariff, the railroads must 
charge higher freight rates, and thu* 
ultimately the difference between th© 
natural price of $16 ft ton and $28 a 
ton for th© track is extracted from th© 
consumer of the fralght that Is hauled. 
That Is only one of the elements that 
enter into the higher cost of living in 
this land of prosperity. 

**As ft railroad president I am famil¬ 
iar with the fact that the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific railway bought steel rails from 
the United Flutes, delivered at their 
terminals, Ft. John. New Brunswick, 
at $21 a ton. while at the same time 
American railways were paying $30 at 
a corresponding point on our road.

"Here In the Northwest wo are e*» 
per tally Interested In lumber and In 
wheat. Why shpuld there be any duty 
whatever on lumber? We have nearly 
denuded the forest lands of the great 
States of Wisconsin and Michigan, and 
we are reaching the same stage In 
Minnesota. Ought we not for th© pro¬ 
tection of our own forests, for future 
generations, to throw open our markets 
to the output of the Canadian forc«U? 
This would save our forest crop and 
our water sources for our posterity. 
I do not know (hut the removal of th© 
tax of $2 a thousand feet on Imported 
lumber would reduce at once the cost 
of building matorlftt But It would re¬ 
duce the co©t In the long run. 

"Nothing was ever more absurd than 
the duty of twenty-five cents a bushel 
on wheat This duty wo© put Into th© 
tariff act as a sop to the farmer© or 
the Northwest.

JURY RETURNS VERDICT PE- 
FORE LAWYERS FINISH. 


DECIDE MARQUIS TOWNSHEND 
IS OF UNSOUND MIND. 


New York. Aug. 11.—T. P Shonts, 
chairman, and Joseph B. Bishop, secre¬ 
tary. of the Panama Canal Commis¬ 
sion. arrived here to-day from Colon on 
the steamer Panama. Mr. Shoots and 
that general conditions in the canal 
rone were very favorable a* present, 
and eorwtanUy Improving. “All we 
want," he declared, “hi more labor and 
less rain. The labor problem has been 
partially solved by the employment of 
Spanish workmen. We hav© a«so ad¬ 
vertised for Chinese laborers. The 
death rate has risen from 1V4 per cent, 
last winter to 5 per cent, at the pres¬ 
ent time, which la a better showing 
than at the average labor camp in this 
'country Yellow fever has not appeared 
In a long time, and tv** the nine days 
previous to my departure no smallpox 
was prevalent. It will be some days, 
however, before wo can be sure that 
the disease has b.*en entirely eradicat¬ 
ed. Out of the thirty-seven case* 
which broke out during the recent epi¬ 
demic only one death occurred." 

Mr. Shonts said that the engineering 
work on the canal was now' well under 
way. He said the West Indian negro 
tabor had been very unsatisfactory, 
adding: 

We can only get a $0 per cent, ef¬ 
ficiency out of the negro workmen. 

“A man has already be>?n sent to 
Spain to secure Spanish labor. We 
want to got from Spain about 500 men 
a month to make up the loss In the 
working force end to bring the force 
up. We want the steady laborers from 
the north of Spain, and we expect to 
get them 

“Within a very t+ w weeks advertise¬ 
ments will be published calling for 2.- 
6CO Chinese laborers. The commission¬ 
ers ara In favor of this class of labor, 
and the present lot will be In the nature 
of an experiment. But It Is possible 
that a large force of Chinese will be 
at work on the isthmus. The work of 
preparing the contract will be slow, 
for we must comply with the law. The 
oontracts there must bear no appear¬ 
ance of voluntary servitude, the local 
laws must all be compiled with and the 
treaty regulations mur. be obeyed 

"Chief Engineer Stevens and myself 
have handKd Chinese labor; and we 
found the men all right. Th?y do the 
work, and that U the principal objeot. 
We aim to get the strong, husky la- 
berer* from the rlc^* fields of Southern 
China. The importation of Chinese la¬ 
bor does not come under the contract 
law."

London, Aug. 1L—What in legal his¬ 
tory will be considered a celebrated 
case wa» concluded'to-day when a jury 
In the historic old hail of Lincoln'* Inn. 
Inquiring at the instance of the official 
solicitor Into the mental condition of 
the Marquis Townshend. returned the 
curious verdict that hi* lordship Is 
capable of taking care of himself, be¬ 
ing dangerous neither to himself nor 
other*, but that he is of unsound mind 
bo far a* managing hi* affair* is con¬ 
cerned. 

The cos*, which ha* attracted great 
ptfbllc Interest, developed pome sensa¬ 
tional a* weU a* unpleasant testimony. 
It waa marked to-day by an extraordi¬ 
nary Incident, when the Jury, agalnat 
the wish of the Judge, insisted on 
hearing Townshend * testimony In se¬ 
cret. even refusing the request of the 
Marchioness for permission to he pres¬ 
ent. Then, before the lawyers’ closing 
addresses had been concluded, the 
members of the Jury announced that 
they had made up their minds, and 
after the Judge's charge, were out only 
ten mlnuteo. 

It was alleged that the Marquis was 
Uftiduly influenced by one Robbins, 
whom he hsd known for fourteen year*, 
and the Marchioness testified that Rob¬ 
bins’ influence over the Marquis had 
brought about a separation between 
herself and her husband soon after 
their marriage. 

It developed also that the young 
Marquis, finding his estates heavily 
mortgaged, was persuaded to seek a 
wealthy aNlance, and one witness tes¬ 
tified that his engagement to a rich 
American heiress had been nearly con¬ 
cluded when he became affianced to 
Miss Sutherst. whose father, a barris¬ 
ter. was an undischarged bankrupt, 
but who the Marquis and his ad¬ 
visers thought was wealthy. A Som¬ 
erset House clerk named Dunne acted 
as the marriage broker, Townshend 
signing a contract to pay him 10 per 
cent, out of whatever moneys were re¬ 
ceived from the Sutherst family. 

The Marquis settled $12,500 on his 
wif®, though his direct income was only 
$3,000. and also signed a deed giving 
$3,550 to Robbins. After the marriage 
took pfoace the Mnrvhlonesa and her fa¬ 
ther agreed to advance or to procure 
the advance to the Marquis of $136,- 
000, with the Marquis’ life interest 4n 
the Townshend family estates as se¬ 
curity, and further agreed to release 
the Marquis without <4)arge if there 
was male Issue from the union within 
a year. 

Judge Bucknlll severely condemned 
what he termed the deceptions of me 
Sutiherst*. especially as Mr Sutherst 
was a barrister. The case was nota¬ 
ble for flushes of wit snd humorous 
Incidents, in which the Marchioness, 
who Is a very prstty woman, was 
prominent. In fact, the Judg<* said If 
K were not so serious the matter might 
be compared to a comic opera, recall¬ 
ing the fact that the M&rquts was once 
detained by order of the lunacy com¬ 
missioners. and saying that when he 
wanted to remain away from his wife. 
t»s she had testified, she locked him in 
a room, and that now. when all he 
wunted to do was to stay at home with 
his wife. It was alleged he was a 
lunatic. 

The Marquis and the Marchioness 
were most affectionate during the trial. 
Her testimony strongly favored his 
soundmsc of mind, but wop bitterly 
against the Influence of Robbins over 
him. 


Leys Gompers, of Proposed Importa¬ 
tion of Chinese Labor. 

Washington. Aug 11.—Samuel Gom¬ 
pers. president of the American Feder¬ 
ation of Labor, to-day Issued a state¬ 
ment concerning the action of the Isth¬ 
mian Canal Commission In deciding to 
introduce Chinese coolie labor to the 
work of constructing the capal across 
the Isthmus of Panama. The state¬ 
ment is as follows: 

"It seems that those In charge of the 
Panama canal construction have regard 
for neither law nor principle. First, in 
the most extraordinary manner the 
eight hour law is annulled In the great¬ 
est public work ever undertaken by 
the Government under the pretense 
that conditions there are different than 
they are in the United States. It must 
appeal to the veriest tyro that If eight 
hours* work Is regarded as sufficient 
In the comparatively temperate zone 
of the United States, certainly, ten. 
eleven snd even twelve hours of labor 
a day In the pestilential and miasmat¬ 
ic atmosphere of the Punama zone are 
not only Improper, but outrageous and 
brutal

Already the outer walla have been 
completed and the entire west wing 
fitted with rafters upon which will bo 
laid the roof. 

librarian W. F. Yust said It Is prac- 
tlcally an assured fact that It will be 
ready for occupancy sometime within 
th© next twelve months. The contract 
provides that the building shall be 
completed within eighteen months, and 
but seven month* of this period remain. 
After this, the matter of Interior fur¬ 
nishings and decoratlona will have to 
receive attention, and It la Impossible 
to accurately estimate the time that 
will be required for thla very Important 
part of the work.

A Work of Architectural Art. 
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When finished, the Carmgle building 
Will be a work of architectural art that 
tbould be a source of civic. State and 
national pride. The exterior of the 
emails Is composed entirely of hand¬ 
somely dressed* Bowling Green stone, 
a^d the building will be roofed with 
copper and rendered fireproof through¬ 
out. The Interior arrangements, to tha 
most minute detail, will tend toward 
comfort and convenience, and w ill In¬ 
clude a modern library system. 

The west tvlng of tho basement will

Librarian’s Quarters. 


On the east side of the stack of the 
main floor will be looated tgi cata¬ 
loguing department, while the order de¬ 
partment nnd supply room will find a 
place behind the stack room. The 
Wbrarlati and a*- stant librarian wU 
have quart*r* w. *t of the stack. 

On either m !* < t the delivery room 
w lUl be ©labor a© stairways leading to 
tin second t * r 1 . the west wing of 
which will b<* icnnied the chi Wrens’ 
room, while the ca*t wing will be de¬ 


voted to class rooms and spaces for 
books of art and music. The adminis¬ 
tration rooms In the rear will not ex¬ 
tend above the first floor, but the book 
stack will be live tiers high, the first 
being In the basement. The adminis¬ 
tration rooms will be located around 
the stacks In the basement and on 
the first floor, allowing the stock room* 
to extend two stories higher. The ca¬ 
pacity of these book stacks will be 
40,000 volumes to tho floor, or a total 
of 200.000 volumes, while there will be 
ample shelf room In other rooms for 
an additional 100,000 volume*. Thero 
will be no difficulty In easily accom¬ 
modating 300.000 volumes. 

The building will Ik* lighted yirough- 
out with electricity, and will be provid¬ 
ed with a double telephone system. 
The Webster system of steam healing 
will be Installed, affording indirect 
radiation In the east and west wings 
and direct radiation In the rest of the 
building. An abundance of natural 
light has been provided for. The deliv¬ 
ery room wilt be lighted by means of a 
center skylight. The plan for lighting 
the first three floor* of stacks is an 
unusual one, as the light must pass 
through the administration rooms. The 
windows In these rooms, however, will 
be exceptionally large so that there 
may be no acarcity of light between 
the stacks 

The interior decoration* and fur¬ 
nishings of the library are to be mag¬ 


nificent. bu* as yet have not been de¬ 
cided upon In detail. Thla matter will 
bo referred to a special COramltleo. 
This committee will carefully Investi¬ 
gate the methods of decorating and 
furnishing adopted by the greater li¬ 
braries. In order that the results here 
may be of the highest standard. It is 
certain that there will be a consistent 
and harmonious scheme throughout, 
and one that will be In keeping with 
the magnificence of the whole build¬ 
ing. 

• • • 

Present Number of Volumes. 


The LoulsvlUo Public Library now 
contains about 83.000 volume*, and. 
through purchase or gift, is adding to 
this collection at the rate of 1,000 vol¬ 
umes per month. It is a depositary for 
United States documents and also for 
the printed catalogue cards of the 
Library of Congress, which are sent to 
but twenty-five of the leading libraries 
In the United States and Canada. Ex¬ 
tensive preparath r* are already under 
way for removal to the new quarters. 
The catalogue and order departments 
are dealing with the new accessions 
and endeavoring to catalogue and clas¬ 
sify the 65,000 volumes that cam© from 
the library of the Polytechnic Society 
of Kentucky. This work is bring done 
under the Dewey de imal system, 
whereby. bOOk> are arranged relatively 
on iht shelves, allowing an indefinite

addition without destroying th© order¬ 
ly arrangement of the books. It will 
be several years before the old collec¬ 
tion can be organised, but the system 
now being introduced will leave lH© 
books In such a shape that they can 
be transferred to the new library and 
circulated immediately without confu¬ 
sion or difficulty. A complete card cat¬ 
alogue of authors, titles and subjects 
Is being made for the use of the pub¬ 
lic, and will enable anyone to readily 
find a given book. In this process the 
printed catalogue cards of the Library 
of Congress are being used. 

The first working force of th© new 
library, aside from the janitors and 
pages. wlM comprise some three dozen 
persons. This force will be Increased 
as th© grow'th of the library demands. 
There will be no changes mode In th© 
present working fore©, which will go 
with the library to its new quarters. 
Librarian Yust says that the present 
force gives the most complete satisfac¬ 
tion. and that there will positively be 
no changes made. 

• • • 

Our People Appreciative. 

That the people of Louisville ate very 
appreciative of the advantages of a 
public library 1* shown by th© large 
registration and circulation for the 
year. Since the formal opening of the 
library In Its present quarters there 
have been registered 18,495 regular 
card-holders, while the circulation for 
th© year was 390,575 volumes. This is 
regarded by the Librarian as unmis¬ 
takable evidence of the popularity of 
th© free public-library system, more 
especially lti view of the fact that th“ 
library is at present located on th© 
fifth floor of a large department s ore. 
When it become* more accessible it is 
expected that ail former records will 
be doubled if not tripled. 

There has been considerable dissat¬ 
isfaction expressed over the fact that 
the new* building faces on so small a 
street ns York, but arrangements hsv© 
been made to transform this narrow* 
thoroughfare into on© of th© beauty 
spots of Louisville. The lot upon which 
th© building stands front* 240 feet on 
York street. 247 feet on Third street 
and 240 feet on Fourth avenue, and 
when the landscape gardener* get 
through with the grounds and York 
street. whlr\^ will thereafter be known 
as Library 1 lace. It Is expected that 


nothing hut praise will he heard from 
a.1 quur;er* The corner of the build¬ 
ing will bear the Inscription: "Louis¬ 
ville Free Pub ic Library; Carneg,© 
Building." 

It ho* been more than thirty year* 
since steps w*er© taken to establish In 
Louisville n free public-library sysiem. 
A public library was established, but 
proved a financial failure. This prop¬ 
erty was subsequently conveyed to th© 
Polytechnic Society of Kentucky, which 
was orgHnixed for the express purpose 
of preserving the same. After lhe ac¬ 
quisition of this property the Poly¬ 
technic Society w*aa threatened with 
great financial 1 reverses. It became 
necessary In order to prevent the prop 
esty of this institution from being wo- 
rlflcrd under the hammer of the Sher¬ 
iff, attachments for more than 129,000 
having been levied upon the property of 
the society and creditors legion having 
become alarmed, for brave hearts and 
strong purses to stand behind the en¬ 
terprise in order to save what is now 
the magnificent property brought to the 
Louisville Free Public Librar>*. from 
absolute and utter ruin. An indorse¬ 
ment of $‘H),1O0 of actual liabilities was 
required to ward oft destruction. 

• • • 

The Library’s Real Friends. 

In this hour of peril, moved by a de- 
e.re to preserve for the City of Louis¬ 
ville a great property. Stewart Robin¬ 
son, George W. Swearengen, Edward 
Wilder. W. T. Grant, A E. Grant. Dud¬ 
ley S. Reynolds, Col Bennett H. Young 
and later, Nathan Bloom, became re¬ 
sponsible for this large sum of money, 
furnishing credit to the Institution to 
carry it for a number of years, and 
finally extricating It from Its difficulties 
and paying off it* debt*, and what the 
public library received over a year ago 
In book* over 60,000 in number, statuary 
worth probably *40.000 painting* val¬ 
ued at $25,000 more, cabinet* worth 
*30.000. and the building at present oc¬ 
cupied, the equity of which is worth 
*300,000. la the direct and Immediate 
result of the labors of these men. all 
but two of whom are dead. Thesp men 
were animated by no desire other than 
to see come to pass that which will b© 
consummated at th© opening of th© 
doors of the new Carnegie building to 
the public library of Louisville. 

In 1900 Andrew Carnegie said that he 


a library building In Louisville on con¬ 
dition that the city provide the site an! 
agree to appropriate annually for 
maintenance a sum not less than 10 per 
cent, of the amount of th© gift. In 
order to meet these conditions St at© 
and oity legislation was necessary Ac¬ 
cordingly, os Mayor of Louisville, 
Charles F. Grainger transmitted to th© 
General Council In December. 1*01, a 
message suggesting the appointment ot 
a committee to secure such Informidlon 
and suggest such legislation and to 
map out such plans as might be re¬ 
quired to secure a free public library 
commensurate with the demands of th© 
people of th© city. Thla committee d.d 
its duty, which resulted In a definite 
proposition from Mr. Carnegie and th© 
enact :u©n4 of th© necessary t>Lat© taw, 
which was approved by the Governor 
March 21. 1*U. Thla law provides for 
the establish moot and malnimanc© of 
free publlo llbrarle© In clth-a of th© 
first class by resolution of the General 
Council, th© Mayor to appomt twelve 
trustees for a urru of four years each 
and th© Council to levy annually a li¬ 
brary tax of from two and one-half 
to four cent* per hundred dollar*. The 
following April th© General Council 
accepted this magnificent offer, de¬ 
clared Its purpose to establish a library 
and pledged the city to maintain It at 
a cost of not less than *25,000 a year. 
Trusteos were appointed and th© first 
meeting held April 18. 1*W. There has 
been no changes in the Board of Trus¬ 
tees since then, except through the 
death of Paul Caine and Bishop 
Thomas U. Dudley, who have been suc¬ 
ceeded by Dr E. Y. Mullins and Don iU 
Macpheroon Steps taken toward th© 
acquisition of a suitable elte resulted in 
the purchase of the splendid property 
on York street. The net cost of this 
plot of ground w as *110.2:5.52, of which 
*16.905 was subscribed by sixty-seven, 
cltlsens ond firms of Louisville, and the 
rest paid from the library fund, which 
had accumulated from levies- Imposed 
during.the throe previous years. 

• • • 

The Branch Libraries. 


The sum given to Louisville for the 
building of a central library building 
was *250.000. but It was hoped to in¬ 
duce Mr. Carnegie to Increase this to a 
half & million dollar© This he thought 
best not to do. but offered th© city *200.- 
000 additional with which to erect 
branch libraries. This offer was ac¬ 
cepted, and three of th© branch libra¬ 
ries are In operation In t-mporary 
quarters. One of these is located at 
Baxter and Highland avenues, the 
other at 2611 Portland avenue, while 
the third, for colored people. Is at 1125 
West Chestnut street. It Is the plan of 
th© trustees to build branches In va- 
rloua portions of the city as fast as 
sites are provided b> the cltiscna and 


the condition of the maintenance fund 
of the library* will permit. The people 
of the Highlands have purchased a lot 
at East Broadway and Highland ave¬ 
nue for *4.000. upon which will be 
erected a new building. The architects 
for this building are John B. Hutch¬ 
ings and H. F. Hawes. The working 
plana for this new structure hav© been 
completed and approved by the Build¬ 
ing Committee, and the architects ore 
preparing the plans and specifications, 
which wlU be completed in a short 
time. The Board of Trustees will soon 
bo ready to receive bids for the build¬ 
ing. which will cost between *26.W and 
*40,000. This board some time ago pur- 
chnMrd a lot at Tenth arid West Chest¬ 
nut streets, upon which a library' build¬ 
ing for colored people will be erected. 
The architects for thla building are Mc¬ 
Donald and Dodd, who arc now pre¬ 
paring the working plans. Work on 
both of the©© buildings will be poshed 
rapidly. At a recent meeting of th© 
Board of Trustees, Brin ton B. Davis 
was elected architect of the Parkland 
branch library' and Instructed to pre- 
pore plans for a *20.000 building. Th© 
citizens of Portland have born making 
effective efforts to secure a Mt© for 
their new building, but there 1© con¬ 
siderable work to be done before this 
object can be attained. 

• • • 

Andrew Carnegie’s Liberality. 

The opening of the doors of the cen¬ 
tral library' building at York street 
and Fourth avenue will be a red let¬ 
ter day In the history of Louisville^ 
Her people cannot be too grateful to 
broad-minded generosity of Andrew 
Carnegie, whose donation made th© 
possession of this and the smaller 
branch buildings Immediately possible, 
and this gratitude should extend to the 
public-spirited Mayor, who made possi¬ 
ble the acceptance of th© offer, and 
back over the years that are gone to 
lho;e broad-minded, pubitc-splrltod 
men who laid the foundation for tho 
work that has followed. 

The new* library will open under mor© 
auspicious circumstances than has 
usually been the lot of most publlo 
libraries, which have generally accu¬ 
mulated material by slow and unsat¬ 
isfactory degrees. Splendid are the 
riche* of a free public library* for a 
city The publ.c library Is an institu¬ 
tion that stands for the best and high¬ 
est things In metropolitan life, around 
which unite all shades of literary, po¬ 
litical. religious, artistic and musical 
thought—a source of civic pride and 
endless public benefit and the opening 
of the Carnegie building and Its 
branches will mean th© opening of new 
avenue* of thought and knowledge to 
thousands of citizens of Louisville.

V M IENNA, Aug. 2.—Director Hein¬ 
rich Conrted. of the Metropoli¬ 
tan Operahouse, U doing some 
great hustling in Europe th!e 
•ttmmoT. The "Herr Director/’ as the 
Viennese call him, la usually a pretty 
busy roan when he cornea over here, but 
owing to the Ban Francisco catastrophe 
the work before him thla trip la ao 
•normoua that hie former business vis¬ 
its were mere holidays in comparison. 
For to replaca the scenery and proper¬ 
ties of twenty-one operas and the 1,024 
trunks of theatrical costumes swept 
away by the great earthquake on the 
Pacific coast In May last la no easy 
task. An ordinary man would hardly 
know where to make a beginning. But 
Oonrled has, according to his Viennese 
friends, & positive genius for organiza¬ 
tion and an unlimited capacity for 
work, and he threw himself into his 
task with the utmost spirit and vigor. 
Before he had been a day in Vienna 
scenlo artists and costumers had be¬ 
gun the work. They saw before them 
orders aggregating nearly a million 
kronen, or 1200,000, probably the big¬ 
gest contracts ever given out at any 
one time, and they prepared to hustle 
accordingly. 

By far the greater part of this sum 
will be expended on dresses which are 
being made at the Austrian Costume 
Atelier here in Vienna, the most cele¬ 
brated establishment of the kind in the 
world. Conrled plaoed a few orders for 
ballet costumes In Paris, as the Frenoh 
understand these things better, but for 
everything else In the way of theatrical 
costumes Vienna stands pre-eminent as 
the plaoe of production. Since Director 
Conrted s arrival the 200-odd employes 
of the Austrian Costume Atelier have 
been working day and night and Sun¬ 
day’s. The workrooms are crowded with 
things being got ready for America. 
There Is a bewildering mass of mate¬ 
rials and colora But what strikes the 
amateur as most remarkable Is the 
Wonderful quality of all the materials 
employed. There are silks and cloths 
and velvets and satin equal to any 
which one could And at a fashionable 
dressmaker's in Bond street or Fifth 
avenue The common idea that stuge 
dresses are always cheap and tawdry 
is found to be entirely erroneous—no 


more costly or durable materials oould 
be found than those employed for the 
costumes which will later be seen on 
the big stage of the Metropolitan 
Operahouse. And every bit of these 
stuffs has been scrutinised by Director 
Conrled. The Chief of the Vienna Ate¬ 
lier, Rudolf Wlnternlts. declares that 
Ills Arm hue no more particular and ex¬ 
acting customer than the New York 
opera director, who knows exactly what 
he wants and Insists upon having 1L 
Conried's memory Is marvelous, says 
Wlnternlts. for he never forgets a cos¬ 
tume he has once seen. He has in his 
head the scenes of every opera and 
can tell Instantly what particular 
shades of colors must be used for every 
group or single actor. 

The Austrian Costume Atelier Is most 
completly equipped. There are dress¬ 
ing-rooms and trying-on rooms with 
walls, celling and door all oovered with 
pUte glass from which the artist can 
see his costume from every point of 
Mew. But besides this these rooms are 
Atted with stage electric lights of vari¬ 
ous colors, arranged as footlights and 
also from overhead Thus one con judge 
of the effect of the costumes under all 
conditions of light and shade. 

All the new costumes for the Metro¬ 
politan have been specially designed by 
a famous Vienna artist. Professor 
Heinrich Loefler. From hie sketches, 
wrhtch are really finished pictures, the 
costumer makes the dresses following 
most strictly the artist's designs. All 
these sketches are first approved, how¬ 
ever, by Director Oonrled. 

Dresses for tho different operas, of 
course, vary greatly both in quantity 
and degree of elaborateness. “Faust * 
requires, for Instance, over 800 cos- 
tumos, whilst “Hansel and Orcll" takes 
only twenty-five. Meyerbeer's—“The 
African/' has over 400, many of them 
very costly. Of Individual dresses, per¬ 
haps the most elaborate and beautiful 
is that worn by “Elsa" In “Lohengrin" 
—a blue ellk mantle with wonderful 
and heavy gold embroideries, and a 
dress of white crepe de chine also mag¬ 
nificently embroidered in light blue silk 
and gold. Another specially gorgeous 
costume Is that of “Tannhauser/* en¬ 
tirely composed of silk heavily em¬ 
broidered with gold. In marked con¬ 
trast to such creations of the cos¬ 
tumer's art are the simple smock 
frocks made for peasants and work¬ 
people who form the ohorusc* and stags 
crowda Score# of packing cases Ailed 
with costumes and properties have 
been already forwarded to New York 
and the whole of the orders must be 
completed beforo the fall. 

Scarcely less arduous than the task 
of procuring so many hundreds of new* 
costumes Is that of getting entirely new 
scenery for a score of operoa This 
work has t*en Intrusted to two Vienna 
Arms of scenic artists. Janny Petrldes 
and Rothaug and Kautsky and Rotto- 


mara. Owing to the Aoor spare re¬ 
quired for scene painting. It Is Impos¬ 
sible to rush this work by the employ¬ 
ment of additional labor, as can be 
done in most other departments of In¬ 
dustry- The Ant-named Arm, the old¬ 
est in Europe, occupies a large atelier 
with three floors, so three sets of scen¬ 
ery can be painted at the s&me time. 
The canvas Is laid flat on the floor, 
which corresponds roughly In width 
and length to the height and breadth 
of a big theater stage. The artists lay 
on the colon with long-handled brush- 
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os. working just os the costumier does 
from beautifully-prepared sketches 
These are more elaborate and difficult 
to pamt, as they Involve not only the 
landscape art, but also reaulre great 
architectural knowledge and precision, 
bo as to Insure the proper representa¬ 
tion of flne Interiors. These sketches 
must also be made very quickly. The 
time occupied In painting scenes varies 
considerably. For such gorgeoua pic¬ 
tures as ore represented In operas like 
“The Queen of Sheba" and “Panlfal" 
one scene may take & month to point, 
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while a forest or cottage Interior can 
be done In two days Owing to Its 
great else, the transportation of scen¬ 
ery so for as America Is a work of 
considerable difficulty, and the canvas 
has to be folded with the utmost care. 

Buying costumes and scenery Is only 
a part, however, of Director Conreid's 
w’ork In Europe, Much more important 
and much more difficult Is the work of 
hunting for talent and persuading sing¬ 
ers and actors, male and female, dis¬ 
tinguished and unknown, to go over to 
the New World—and this w*ork re¬ 


quires the most difficult handling. Tt Is 
not enough to And the singer you want, 
but you have to capture him when you 
have found him. Two of the main diffi¬ 
culties aro the ridiculously large Bin¬ 
aries demanded and the actor's unwill¬ 
ingness to undertake such a long jour¬ 
ney to a strange land. 

And first as to the salaries demanded. 
Here In Vienna Conrled went to a young 
actress engaged In a quite third-rate 
position In a local theater at a salary’ of 
8.000 kronen (11,600). Although It takes 
a good deal to astonish the New York 


Romantic Hunt for a Hidden Treasure 
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I Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.] 

L ONDON, July 25.—An Interesting 
account of a hidden treasure 
hunt la sent to us by our special 
correspondent on board the 
yuoht AJkelda, which soiled for the 
Mediterranean last month to explore 
tho is And of Aliboran. The yacht, 
which was heavily armed, as an en¬ 
counter with Riff pirates was feared, 
arrived a Gibraltar a few days ago 
after an unsuccessful search. 

• • • 

Story of the Search. 

Gibraltar, July 12. 

On Juns U> the schooner Alkdldo, R. 
Y. 8., 140 tons, owned by C&pt. Gage, 
sailed from Plymouth for Gibraltar. 

We bad a picked crew of six Cornish 
fUshermen and a young mate from the 
mercantile marine, and wo ware com¬ 
manded by Capt. Long, who had been 
many years in the service of Capt. 
Gaga A cook, two stewards, and a 
forecastle hand completed the ship's 
company, and the fortunate guests who 
had been Invited for Che cruise were 
Col. D. T. Lewis, Oapt. English and 
Capt. A. Campbell. 

The object of tho expedition was a 
treasure hunt, and the Information we 
depended on was briefly this: 

A few years ago a friend who owned 
house property in Yorkshire had to 
press one of his tenants for rent. 

This tenant, a retired army captain, 
who was getting on In years, told the 
proprietor that in his soldiering days 
he had a private named Robinson as 
servant, and that in return for some 


kindness Robinson had told him Chat 
when quite a Isd he had gone to sea 
and had served as cabin boy in a mer¬ 
chant ship called the Young Consti¬ 
tution. He soon found out that the 
ship was a pirate, and was carrying 
on Its nefarious business off the coast 
of Jamaica 

• • • 

The Pirates’ Flight 


In 1632. he said, British men-of-war 
were on the lookout for the Young 
Constitution, and being laden with jew¬ 
els and gold to the value of fully a 
million pounds, the captain decided to 
leave the West Indies and made a 
course for the Mediterranean. 

They w’ere chased by two British 
frigates, but, being favorod with fair 
winds and fortunate fogs, they p;iescd 
safely through the Straits of Gibraltar. 

Hero the pirate captain lost his bear¬ 
ings. He had no charts of tho Med¬ 
iterranean, and no knowledge of the 
coast. Before long they hove in sight 
of a small Island, which they found to 
be uninhabited and waterless. 

They pocked their treasure In two 
great copper boilers and landed them at 
the southeastern corner of tho island. 
It took ten men to get the treasure on 
shore, and they burled it close by the 
landing place eight or nine feet deep, 
and then sailed away to the nearest 
port to get water, provisions and charts. 

Later on, said Robinson, they came In 
with two unarmed merchant vessels, 
w’hlch they could not resist robbing 
and scuttling. 

They were caught red-handed, and 
everyone except Robinson was hanged 
at the yard-arm. Robinson was now 
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the only living person who knew of the 
treasure, and he kept the secret until 
he confided In his master. 

The captain was forgiven his debt 
in exchange for the secret of the buried 
million. 

• • • 

Treasure Syndicate. 

The proprietor was an old man, and 
not in robust health, so he waited to 
realUo the fortune that lay hidden in 
the Island of Alboran, 140 miles from 
Gibraltar, until his son was grow’n up. 

After the usual negotiations with a 
city Arm a small syndicate was formed 
and on expedition planned. C&pL Gage 
Atted up his yacht and undertook to 
convey the syndicate from Gibraltar to 
Alboran and bock and to assist in the 
search. 

Ws sailed from Plymouth on June 10, 
and with fair winds and two days of 
calm we arrived at Gibraltar on the 
19th. The syndicate was not due until 
the 26th, and so we made expeditions 
to Algecirus and Cadiz. 

It was thought advisable to engage 
an Interpreter to go with us to Alboran, 
as there is a lighthouse on tho island, 
and It would be necessary to explain 
to the keeper what we were landing 
on his Island for. It was thought bet¬ 
ter to say wo were prospecting for olL 

When the syndicate arrived we set 
eoll without delay, but the wind faded 
away, and we were becalmed in & very 
choppy sea. The current set us to tho 
southward, and in a day or two w*e were 
In sight of the Riff coast Luckily, we 
were well armed, and the Riff pit ales 
did not attack us. 

With the help of the motor launch 
we towed the yacht for some hours, 
and then the wind came, and at 5 a. 
m. on June 80, we dropped anchor In 
eight fathoms of water on the south¬ 
eastern side of the treasure Island. 


Everyone hurried on deck when the 
anchor chain was heard rushing 
through the hawse pipes, and as we 
looked through our glasses we made 
the landing place Just as described 
In Robinson's account 

But now the Island was no longer 
uninhabited. There was a lighthouse 
and a large barrack-like building 
round Its base, and we saw seven men 
and several boys and women. 

Two boats put off. The men, who 
were of very superior class, offered us 
some rock cod for sale, while we of¬ 
fered them Spanish wine, and stuffed 
tho boys with biscuits, bread and but¬ 
ter and fruit After breakfast we all 
landed In the cutter. 

Two of the most diplomatic accom¬ 
panied by the Interpreter, went up to 
the lighthouse and gave a plausible 
reason for our arrival with picks and 
shovels and iron bare, while the rest 
of the party began to prospect for the 
place where the treasure was hidden. 

We soon found a second landing 
place which was more accurately at 
tho southeastern part of the Island, 
but not at the corner. Here was a 
natural Jetty of flat rock, w ith almost a 
couple of fathoms of water, nnd a st€*rp 
path up the face of tho cliff. An old 
wire rope was suspended from the top. 

The general Idea was that this was 
the natural landing that had existed 
when the island was uninhabited, and 
that the one which we had used was 
mAde when the lighthouse w’as built 

However, we tried at every conceiv¬ 
able place to And soil or sand deep 
enough to bury treasure in. and no¬ 
where could we And a spot. The soil 
wras not more than three feet thick, and 
then we came on solid rock. For three 
days we dug a cut through sand heaps, 
end probed with pointed Iron rods, but 
all to no purpose, and on July 2. a 
gale sprang up and we had to s&ll 
away, but not before every member 
of the expedition was satisfied that 
there was no treasure in Alboran. 


director, he confesses to having been 
somewhat taken bock when she coolly 
demanded 200,000 kronen, or 640.000, for 
a seven-months' engagement In New 
York. “She thinks a glass of beer costs 
a dollar/* he remarked. Needless to say 
the lady was not engaged. 

A curious feature In this work of en¬ 
gaging artists Is that the further they 
live from the sea, the harder it Is to 
persuade them to go to America. Sing¬ 
ers living in Hamburg or other German 
cities near the coast require little or 
no persuasion to cross the ocean, but 
when It comes to dealing wth residents 
of Vienna, some hundreds of miles In¬ 
land, It is another matter. These dis¬ 
play the utmost fear at attempting 
such a voyage, and have Just as much 
dread of it os that Russian giant who 
had recently to be carried on board the 
Atlantic liner at Dover by sturdy Bail¬ 
ors. The artists* fears of the Journey 
usually manifest themselves in a very 
practical form—money. They want be¬ 
sides the highest Imaginable pay to be 
insured for a considerable sum against 
all risk* and accidents. Then if their 
families are coming they wont them all 
Insured, too. They have all the vaguest 
Ideas about America, and of the cost of 
living there, and they think they can¬ 
not ask too much. 

But after all this preliminary work 
has been got over and even after con¬ 
tracts have been signed and sealed, the 
matter Is by no means settled. The art¬ 
ist w ants to know when and w’here and 
In what character he or she is to make 
the first appearance* It Is a work of 
delicate negotiation to arrange this 
and then comes the question of rehear¬ 
sals and payment for them. It Is a 
long and weary work, full of disap¬ 
pointments. Artists aro what the Sootch 
call "kittle cattle," and must be han¬ 
dled with Infinite tact. For as Conrled 
says "even If the law permitted me to 
taJce a man who had signed a contract 
and bring him by force to America and 
plant him down on the metropolitan 
stage, 1 still couldn't make him sing.*' 

Hunting, finding and engaging stage 
artists means In Europe a tremendous 
lot of railway traveling. Here Is a 
sample of a hustling Itinerary Conrled 
was forced to make over here this trip:

A pretty good ten days’ traveling, 
especially when one remembers that 
Pennsylvania and Luke Shore “Limlt- 
eds" and Pullman drawing-room cars 


and sleepers are not to be found In 

Europe. 

In all these places. Conrled had to 
visit performances at operas and thea¬ 
ters in the evening besides interviewing 
various promising performers before or 
after or sometimes both. Truth to tell, 
the director of the Metropolitan Is not 
a welcome vtettor everywhere*. Man¬ 
agers hear of his arrival with some ap¬ 
prehension and ere fearful lest lie 
should capture their biggest stars. 
They know the great financial resources 
of the American opera and dread the 
effect of a big offer to singers earning 
a comparatively modest wage here. 
But in one respect, and that a very im¬ 
portant one, Conrled enjoys their es¬ 
teem. They know that he will nov»* r 
try to persuade a singer to break his 
contract to come to New York. And 
managers there are, who are not above 
such practices. But Conrled says that 
he realizes that the man who breaks 
his contract In Europe will break It 
In America also, If It suits him to do 
so. 

Comparing his present visit with 
those of former years Conrted says the 
two most striking features are the big 
salaries demanded and the absence of 
Ingenues or young performers. Actors 
and singers' salaries have doubled In 
Europe In the past five years. It Is be- 
cause new theaters are constantly be¬ 
ing built whilst no new talent is com¬ 
ing forward. No less than thirty new 
german theaters have been opened In 
Germany and Austria since 1900. But 
there are no new actors to oorae on 
these stages. FOr this Conrled says 
the unhealthy standard of modem 
plays Is responsible. Such writers as 
Ibsen, Sudcmmnn, Hlrschfeld end on 
the English stage, Pinero, have brought 
H about Young people who visit the 
theater aro no longer enthusiastic 
about It when they return home They 
have not tho slightest desire to seo 
themselves appearing upon tbs stage. 
Formerly when they went to see 
Shakespeare, Goethe, Schiller end such 
grwu authors played they wont home 
with wild delight They rod ted. de¬ 
claimed, gesticulated, acted and vowed 
the stage was the only possible career. 

But the new plays contain no char¬ 
acters which appeal to or Interest them 
greatly. Thor© is no longer the simple 
maid, bashful and blushing, not un¬ 
derstanding the meaning of lova The 
modem play may have a young girt 
but eho la no longer simple or bashful, 
and she has to explaJn to the audience 
what love is in terffis which are fre¬ 
quently Indelicate. Ibsen began this 
work with his problem plays and one 
result !» that the young Ingenues from 
whom the stage is recruited are gone 
entirely Once there were hundreds, 
now’ managers cannot find units. Di¬ 
rectors are In despair—the stage le 
barren of new talent and there Is little 
prospect of any immediate Improve¬ 
ment.

The acclaim to Germany conies from 
all parts of Europe save one. Wllhel- 
inlna, of Holland, has sent her con- 
rrstulutl ns. but th v come from a 


broken heart. The Queen of the Dutcn 
is to-day the most pathetic figure In 
Europe's royal halls. She Is e&ti.ig out 
her young life In hopelces longings for 
an heir.

E IGHTY-TWO yeara ago. on June 
20 . the wife of a general mer¬ 
chant and Indian trader nxmed 
Morgan, located on the Hia¬ 
watha Indian reservation at what la 
now known as Athena. Tcnn., gave 
birth to a boy baby. The child was 
healthy and strong and was named 
John TyleT Morgan, after the John Ty¬ 
ler who waa to bo made President when 
the boy waa sixteen and whom the 
alder Morgan admired as his beau Ideal 
of a political leader. 

Notwithstanding his early promise of 
health and strength, this boy became a 
physical weakling when quite young 
through an attack of scarlet fever, 
which left him partially dls.vb'ed on one 
aide and lame. Ho was taken by his 
father to Alabama when between e ght 
and nine years old. but all th« schooling 
he ever got was enjoyed in Tennessee, 
f«r In the newer Alabama country there 
were u yet no schools. 

But because of his lameness, which 
persisted till he was almost a man, 
making it Impossible for him to work 
In the fields, as most small boys. even, 
were obliged to In those early days, he 
paid more attention to bis books than 
Che general run of his fellowa When 
old enough he took up the study of 
law. Chough his mother, who directed 
his reading as a child, was anxious 
that be should be a minister of the 
Presbyterian Church. 

During the first four years he lived 
In Alabama this boy had Indian chil¬ 
dren for almost his sole playmates. 
6 lnce then he has filled many Important 
roles on the stage of the national Ufa 
He was the dashing Confederate Gen¬ 
eral John T. Morgan In Civil War time*, 
and he Is now United States Senator 
Morgan (fcU'be re-elected In a few 
days), with a record as Uncle Sam's 
most persistent orator, and who nagged 
the redoubtable William Nelson Crom¬ 
well almost beyond the limit of endur¬ 
ance during the recent session over 
the Panama Canal matter. But he has 
no pleasanter memories than those of 
the days he wandered In ths primeval 
Alabama woods with Creek and Chero¬ 
kee youngsters and joined In their 
sborlglnal sports. 

Bitting In the famous Marble Room, 
Where Senators receive thetr callers, 
one afternoon near the close of th© #es- 
•lon. this man of eighty-two, veteran 
In the law. In war and In legislation, 
but vigorous still, despite his early 
physical weakness, t 0 i 4 the writer the 
•tory of hla early care-free, out-door 
daya. To them, doubtless, hs owes the 
wonderful bodily endurance which has 
marl© his career possible. 

'T knew some Indian boys In Ten¬ 
nessee at the Oldfield School, held In a 
k>g cabin, which I attended there, but 
they were mostly Cherokees. I don't 
remember how these boys stood In their 
studies, but 1 do remember that th» y 
were active in all the games the white 
bo>» played, particularly marbles, tow n 
ball and sky boll. 

• I've never 8e «»n **ky ball* play d 
since I was a boy In Tenn-ssi**. It 
wasn’t pluyed wiih a ball ut all. but 
with a p.ecc of wood, which, when In 
play, was Jnld with one end over a 
Shallow hole scooped out of the ground 
for the purpose. The player who was 
*ln* struck .he wood smartly on the <nd 
over tne hole with a club, and the ball 
flew up into the sky «from which I 
suppose, the game took Its n»me with 
us), while the other playeis act ambled 
to catch It." 

The Senator does not remember 
whether this ^ame was supposedly of 
Indian origin nr not. Residents of many 
Of tho larger cities will recognise the 
"sky ball" which ths Cherokee boys 
played with the white boy* in Tennes¬ 
see os rcsvnihilug the gome of ’ cat." 
as played l.y tho street boys, who got 
U from tho children of the Immigrants. 
Learned sharps on the subject of games 
a ay this one was played by the boys of 
every nation of antiquity as far back 
as the days when Mesopotamia waa one 
of the centers of civilisation. 

Th»» Senator did not come Into 
too M sb contact with the Lilian »yj 


when the family lived in Tennessee to 
remember the personality of any one 
of them. But after removing to Ala¬ 
bama where the family settled on 
Nancy's Creek, on the boundary line 
between the Creek and Cherokee reser¬ 
vations, he came into much closer re¬ 
lations with the young redskins, par¬ 
ticularly thoee of the Creek tribe. 

• • • 

How the Creeks and Cherokees Lived. 

“If I hadn’t played with the Creek 
children." the Senator explain^. "I 
couldn't have played with anyb Sy. 
It was seventy odd years ago. you must 
romghjber; white settlers were scarce 
and tar between, and whlto children 
were scarce. 

"My father took up his land under 
the treaty of R32. The coun rv was 
beautiful and well wooded, and the 
streams were clear as crystal. They 
remained so until the wh.tes got con¬ 
trol of the land and stirred up th- s:>ll 
by cultivation, breaking tho turf which 
had been undisturbed for ages. 

“The Creeks, who wore distinctly in¬ 
ferior to the Cherokees montuily, and 
much darker of complexion. Used In 
village* mostly. Their huts were built 
of saplings- young trees n few Inches 
In diameter—with the hark peeled off 
and laid much as the white settlers 
laid logs, cut fium larger trees, la 
building their houses, and with sloping 
roofs of cane. 1 remember no point¬ 
ed tents—like wigwams or tepoee—at 
ail. 

"The Cherokees were less fond of 
near neighbors than the Crooks, and 
didn't Uve In villages, but In scattered 
housea, Uke the whites. Their houses 
were of better grads than thoa* of the 
Creeks. The Ch«*ok**v had rudely 
made settees on which they spread buf¬ 
falo skins and osar skins and <>n which 
they often slept. I remembor no chim¬ 
ney* among the Creeki. they did most 
of their cooking out of door*. Thev 
had iron pots ;o boll things In, and 
thejr baked their bread in earth ovens; 
corn bread. of ciuree, for there was 
little wheat in Alabama then 

"When the reirn had lust pissed the 
'milk* stage they usid to grata It into 
a sort of coarse meal, which they made 
Into hominy. When tha coni was hard, 
It was beaten In mortars, Ihe women 
doing the work, of course. They didn't 
eat much oorn breml when game- elk, 
deer and wild turkoy—were plenty; 
they lived mostly on meat then, using 
practically no vegetable food at all. 
Panthers were plentiful enough there 
then, too, sni tho Indians kl'led them 
often; don't remember that they ever 
ate panther ment. hut l can't Imagine 
why they shou'dn't have done ro, tor 
thoy ate dogs and llkod Ihe meat. 

"The villages erf the Creek* consisted 
of from five to a hundrod houeet each; 
thirty housea would be a fair average. 
Every village had Its chief. Some¬ 
times the chiefs were hereditary, some¬ 
time* they were chosen by the villagers. 
The chiefs power was absolute t!U he 
conducted himself ns a chief shouldn't— 
till he showed a lack of bravery or 
some fatal defect In his character—then 
he waa promptly depoeed. He had to 
be a strong man. with nerve enough to 
stand up for the rights of his people 
against the whites. In order to main¬ 
tain his chieftainship. Ho had also to 
sett Is disputes between Individual 
dwellers In his village. 

•‘Each little hut in a Creek village 
had Its own little piece of land, which 
was worked by the women. They plant¬ 
ed com. pumpkins, watermelons, sweet 
pofr.toes and whatever other vegetables 
they could get the seed of from the 
whltca They dug up ths ground with 
Iron hoes made by the Indiana them- 
selve* from the native ores, treated In 
ilttle smelting arrangements of their 
own devising. I don’t remember what 
these affairs were called in the Creek 
language, but the whites called them 
’bloomers.* They usod to get a pretty 
good degree of heat In the ’bloomere.’ 
the blast being produced by a leather 
bag made on the same principle a* th* 
white man's bellows, though of quite 
different construction. Thoy had tho 
nrt of tannin*? very well In hand, and 
thHr U-Mther was .oft, flexible and dur¬ 
able.

"The Creeks, you know, came orig¬ 
inally from what Is now known as 
Arizona. and were probably of Toltec 
origin.

"The children didn't wear anything 
at all In the warm summer time. There 
was no fa Iso modesty among them. Nor 
was thvro any immodesty whatever 
Roys and girls played together, raced 
together, swam together, fished togeth¬ 
er. w ere together constantly, but In su¬ 
preme uniYmsc.louBnoss that there was 
any use for clothing except to keep 
tho body warm. In the cold weather 
tho boys and girls dressed about alike, 
wearing hunting sh;rta-4ooso blouses— 
trousers and moccasin*. 

"Thoy all learned early to swim— 
every young Indian I knew could swim, 
maybe the knowledge was born In them 
—to shoot, to hunt all sorts of wild 
gome and to track every four-footed 
beast of the woods. 

"Th* Indian men had guns and usod 
to shoot with powder and ball, but the 
small boys had only bows and arrows. 
Their bows wore made of hickory, or 
honey locust—the latter were beet—and

"All the Indian children that I knew 
well w ere expert canoeists. There wore 
no bark canoes In Alabama In my day. 
They were all duguuts, made, prefer¬ 
ably, out of poplar logs. I can’t say 
that they were graceful craft—I don't 
remember as to that—but I do remem¬ 
ber that they traveled well, and that 
they hod high ends—prow and stern— 
to mako them cut tho water right. 

'They did much of their Ashing from 
their canoes, and I often went after fish 
with them. They knew nothing about 
angling—I never saw a fish-hook among 
them—but they speared and shot the 
fish The men used to spear fish at 
night and take tho boys with them. 
The spearsman would sit in the front of 
the paddler and a lighted torch would 
be held high in the air. The Ash would 
koep quite still when they saw the torch 
and by its light could bo plainly seen. 

"I said that I knew of no epocifla In¬ 
struction beng given to the Indian 
boys, but that was a mistake; th# boys, 
when taken out spearing Ash at night, 
would be made spearsrnen and patiently 
taught how and when to strike and ail 
tho other things they ought to know 
In order to become experts. A11 the 
young Indians seemed to be hunter* 
naturally, and a* shrewd as foxes, but 
they undoubtedly received detailed In¬ 
struction from the grown men. 

"The Indian boys were fond of horse¬ 
back riding and very fond of their 
ponle*. Tb*y rode well and hard. I 
don't remember that they ever rode 
races, though they used to run foot 
races. I don't remember ever seeing 
them box or wrestle for a fall, though 
thoy used to scuffle together a good 
deal for fun. 

“A favorite way of amusing them¬ 
selves on horseback was to ride at full 
speed past some thing—like a tree- 
end shoot st some object, like a knot on 
the tree. They did this with great suo- 
cck*. The little dappled ponies ridden 
by the Creeks were trim and neat, like 
deer. The Creeks rode ban back or on 
a skin with a surcingle arrangement 

"They never used a bridle, Just a 
headstall, with one strap In place of 
reins. They guided their ponies sim¬ 
ply by pressure on th# neck. I never 
saw or heard of any Indian trick rid¬ 
ing no etandlng on the horses'# back 
or anything llko that They rode low. 
bending close to the pony's neck. The 
ponloe were never f*»d with grain—In 
fact, the Whiteman's farm horse# had 
very little grain—hut lived on grass 
wholly. . . ’ 

"There was plenty of gross there 
then. Precttolly the entire country 
waa wooded, but the woods were Open, 
the trees growing In clumps, with lots 
of room between them for the gross. 
It grew like prairie grass and had a 
•blue* fib-in. though It wasn't 'blue- 
grn**.' or at all like It. It wa* very 
nutritious, and It k*pt the w'hlte men • 
home* and cattle In good oondttlon. as 
well ss the Indians' ponie*. To-dny 
there Isn't a spear of that kind of gross 
In all that country/

Weil, yes, you might call It 
haughing. but I never heard a *haw 
haw!* from any Indian, child or grown¬ 
up. 

"Their Idva of something amusing 
wasn't Uke tho wliito man’s. The ludi¬ 
crous or grotestque, no* the humorous^ 
wm the cause erf thetr laughter Situ¬ 
ations of extreme awkwardness ap¬ 
pealed to them. A* I understand It, 
their language contain* no words by 
whhh they might express humorous 
Ideas. It was not coolly comprehended 
even If you had knowledge of a wide 
voostmlartty. Their speech was full of 
Intonations which were often only half 
undertaken! or no* understood at ail bf 
the white*. 

"They used many notes, expre*«ivs 
of anger. Joy, fear, hate and other emo¬ 
tion* which their white neighbors could 
£stcti but Imperfectly. They expressed 
Joy by a sort of k>ud screaming, for In¬ 
stance. 

"They used the sign language freely, 
expressively. Impressively and grace¬ 
fully. A stronger not knowing a word 
of their spoken language would under¬ 
stand every sign. 

“While we children played together 
with the utmost comradeship and ths 
complete approval of our elders, the 
grown-up white* and the Indian* didn't 
mix much. Ths truth 1 * that they were 
mutually afraid. Every one know* 
how the white pioneer*, everywhere, 
feared the Indiana We children knew 
that ths Indian* had equal fear of ths 
white*. 

In Alabama, in the thirties, few of 
the white* tried to Christianlso or edu¬ 
cate the Indian*; only to get them 
sway and to take possession of their 
lands, but the white and Indian boy* 
were *ail hunky* and friendly together. 

"A* I remember them, the Indian* 
were disposed to be religious. They 
worshiped God a* they understood Him, 
always, never the devil or the evil ona 
as some savugo* do. They worshiped 
honor a* they understood It They wore 
moral. They never stole, though they 
wero great robbers. That l*, thex never 
took thing* not belonging to truer* In 
time* of peace, but when they got Into 
a village with whose Inhabitants they 
were at odds, they would take every¬ 
thing In sight, and what they couldn*! 
take away they would destroy. 

"Those who broke any of the rules 
of the Indian code erf morality were 
punished without fear or favor, and, If 
sentenced to punishment and rent ©no* 
was deferred, would alwaye appear ex¬ 
actly when expected, for the execuiloo 
of the sentence, even If It were death. 
Unchastliy wn* almost unknown, there 
was no double standard, a* among th* 
* whites, and offender* were vigorously 
punishol. The women w*ere good wives 
from the Indian point of vierw. patient, 
Industrious and nsver blokering They 
were anything but ehrew* or scolds.

Bending the Indiana Away, 


Arkeechee. a Creek Indian boy. was 
one of young Morgan's closest play¬ 
fellows. His father was Foshatehflxlco, 
chief In the village of Talledega, where 
Gen. Jackson fought his Aral battle 
with the Indians. In a speech before 
the Senate Mr. Morgan emee told of 
Arkeechee # tragic death. I asked him 
to repeat the story. 

"The name Foshatchfixico," said the 
8 enator. "means White Bird Without 
a Heart. Arkeecheo was a fine little 
boy. One day h» went out gathering 
blackberries. A rattlesnake bit him and 
he died and his father's grief was deep 
and bitter. w _ . 

"A young minister, William Holman 
by name, who meant well, but dldn t 
know that It would bo bettor not to 
disturb FoshatchAxloo In hi# hour of 
bereavement, called upon the stricken 
chief to offer consolation. The chief 
waa sour and surly and made no re¬ 
sponse* to Mr. Holman's advance* 
along religious lines. Finally in des¬ 
peration tho clergyman asked the In¬ 
dian: ^ 

" 'How do you feel in your hoart? Do 
you understand that Ood took your 
son away for some good purpose?" 

" r Fbahatchflxloo grunted out some¬ 
thing to Indicate that he didn't tttl 
muoh shout ll 


“The white# came in rapidly tn thr 
thirties—not *o rapidly as they have 
gone into Oklahoma and other reserva¬ 
tions In later years—but with astonish¬ 
ing speed, considering all ths circum¬ 
stances. 

"There wero no railroads there then, 
and some of th# aeWdcrs reached A!a<- 
boma In all sort* of primitive ways. A 
few came In wagons, more on horse¬ 
back and wt 111 more on foot, and they 
all wanted the land which the Indians 
held. 

"We boys used to hear and talk a 
good deal about Tecismseh. the great 
Indian chief, who was at the bottom 
of the Indians' enmity toward the 
white people, and who undoubtedly put 
the Creek* Into the war wMch Jackson 
had to supprees. 

"Tecumseh went to ToUassee on the 
Tallpoosa He had learned, undoubt¬ 
edly from the English, that an ecllpe* 
of the sun would take place on a cer¬ 
tain data He told the Creeks that the 
Great Spirit wished them to war with 
the whites end would tell them to begin 
by darkening th* sun. If th# sun were 
not darkened on the day predicted, that 
would prove that Tecumreh had not 
spoken the truth. As tile eclipse ar¬ 
rived on schedule time the Creeks de¬ 
clared was as Tecumseh desired. 

"It we* In some degree the fear on 
the part of th* white* when I »vu* a 
boy that tho Creeks would make 
trouble again, but more the dreire of 
the whites to get the Indians' lands 
which led to their removal to Indian 
Territory in the middle thirties 

"I assure you they did not go with 
pleasure. They made no resistant^ 
however, for they knew it would be 
uscltes Any holding back would have 
been enforced at the point of the bay¬ 
onet or with the bullet The Indiana 
kn«*w this, for armed troops were there 
In force. _ . 

"?o one day the migration wa* b^- 
gun. th# Government providing Iron* ©a, 
wagons and driver* for tho conveyance 
of the women and children, wlille the 
men rode on their own ponlro. To tne 
white and Indian boy# who had played 
together and between whom chlldl»n 
friendship# hod sprung up thr*o were 
pretty melancholy daya 1 do not re¬ 
member that there was any 
whatever; the authorities were wisely 
patient and consld<xrate. hurrylnn no 
one unduly, ami It took them about a 
>cor to get rid of the people whoes 
forefathers for ages had made Alabama 
their home. . __ 

-At th© end of that time, however, 
they had all been taken away, not one 
was left to diewuu poseiaanou w th* 
soli with the while mem" 
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L ouisville i« to huv© one of 
the most extensive and com¬ 
plete zoological gardens of the 
United States. If plans already 
formulated and well under way are 
consummated. 

Edward Baumclster, & wealthy young 
man of the city, Is the prime mover In 
the project, whJch. according to his 
statement, made to a Courier-Journal 
representative a few days ago. Is a pet 
idea he has fostered for many years, 
since he was a small boy, and to which 
several years of travel In the tropical 
countries added enthusiasm. Already 
Mr. Baumelster has a nucleus of sev¬ 
eral fine specimens of the wild anlmAl 
kingdom, about which he proposes to 
rapidly gather from the wilds of 
African. Astatic and Indian Jungles 
every known denizen of the animal 
kind. 

At a beginning Mr. Baumelster Is al¬ 
ready the owner of three fine African 
lion*, a beautiful specimen of the

Jaguar family, four wolves, of the Rus¬ 
sian. Siberian and Canadian species; 
several specimens of the monkey fam¬ 
ily and other domestic animals. He 
has established temporary quarters In 
a vacant space at Highland and Bax¬ 
ter avenues, where hundreds of people 
see bis collection dally. 

• • • 

Trainer Cray's Nerve. 

These animals, all comparatively 
young and entirely untamed, are In 
charge of Robert Gray, a professional 
wild animal trainer, who has spent the 
greater part of his life among the wild 
beasts of the Jungle. Mr. Gray, who 
bears the marks of a score or more 
fierce encounters with various animals, 
will have entire charge of Mr. Baumeia. 
ter*s collection. Notwithstanding the 
fact that he Is now suffering from par¬ 
tial paralysis, the result of a murderous 
attack made upon him by a monster 
tiger during a performance of Drovlt- 
sky's wild animal exhibition In 8t. 
Petersburg three years ago. Mr. Gray 


Is absolutely fearless, handling his Ill- 
natured charges as If they were no 
more than domesticated house cats. 

The plans of Mr. Baumelster, as out¬ 
lined, are to establish In Louisville a 
complete training station and to collect 
an extensive group of wild animals, to 
which he will continue to add ns rap¬ 
idly as possible, until his collection em¬ 
braces specimens of every animal that 
can be held In captivity. As a business 
enterprise he believes his training sta¬ 
tion, or zoological garden, can be made 
the supply emporium of the United 
States for trained wild bensta. 

He proposes to attempt more ex¬ 
tensive training of ferocious animals 
that has ever been known, and Is con¬ 
fident of success. His plans contem¬ 
plate the erection of suitable quarters, 
to be located on. the outskirts of the 
city, and this work will begin in a few 
days. He has recently inspected the 
quarters of different wild animals in 
captivity In America, and will combine 
ail the scientific features of the most 
successful zoological garden* of the 
country. He has traveled widely dur¬ 
ing the past four or five years, most 


of which time he spent studying the 
nature of animals, both In captivity 
and In their native Jungles, and is san¬ 
guine of his ability to handle them. 

He was accompanied on these tours 
by Robert Gray, his trainer, who, while 
only thirty years of nge, has trapped, 
hunted and handled hundreds of the 
most ferocious beasts of the Jungle. 
His experiences embrace from the net¬ 
ting of a kitten leopard to "corralling** 
nn Astatic elephant; from the fondling 
of a baby monkey to the subduing of 
a monstrous Numldlan lion. 

Discussing his pet project, Mr. Bau¬ 
melster said: 

"This Is the beginning of the realiza¬ 
tion of what has always been to me a 
fond dream. I have always, from my 
earliest boyhood, been an enthusiast 
regarding wild animals. Ever since I 
saw my first menagerie, when a very 
small boy. I have looked forward to 
the day when I could own. train and 
handle them. As time passed 1 became 
more deeply Interested in wild animal 
life, and ns a result 1 some years ago 
determined upon the plans already out¬ 
lined. I will not be content until 1 am 
the owner of the most extensive col¬ 
lection of animals In the world. I do 
not expect to accomplish this without 
endless toll and many years of diligent 


research, but my hopes are to one day 
be able to truthfully claim this dis¬ 
tinction. Not only do I expect to grati¬ 
fy a llfe-ttmo hope, but expect to make 
It profitable. 1 do not Intend to travel 
and exhibit my collection, but Intend to 
furnish trained wild beasts for the 
amusement of the world." 

• • • 

Hunting In the Jungles. 


Mr. Baumelster. though only twen¬ 
ty-two years of age. boasts the distinc¬ 
tion of having hunted In tho wilds of 
African and Asiatic Jungles, w here he 
was rewarded by the sight of native 
animals In their native heath, and 
where he assisted in the capture of a 
number of splendid specimens of vari¬ 
ous kinds. 

Mr. Baumdster expects his collection 
to grow rapidly during -the next few 
months. Within that time he antici¬ 
pates the arrival of a consignment of 
eight pairs of leopards and four pairs 
of tigers from India several specimens 
of the bear family and several other 
lions. Among the bears wtU be a young 
grizzly. It Is the Iritf oration of Mr. 
Baum cist or to begin at onco the train¬ 
ing of this animal, and If he Is suc¬ 
cessful In subduing and training It, he 


will have accomplished a rare feat, as 
there Is only one trained grizzly in the 
United fttalee. 

'it will require years of patient work 
to train a grizzly boar," sold Robert 
Gray, "but With proper care it can be 
accomplished. Mr. Baumelster hss In¬ 
structed me to spare no pains or ex¬ 
pense in turning out the best trained 
animals of the world, and 1 will at¬ 
tempt to do so.'* 

Several Interesting Incidents have oc¬ 
curred since the animals arrived In 
Louisville. tw*o week* ago. A few days 
ago. the four wolves which were con¬ 
fined In a vacant building near the old 
Kentucky distillery, were liberated, or 
esraned and created great exeitment 
un»t!l finally recaptured by Mr. Bau¬ 
melster and his trainer, of ter having 
boon chased by a mob of people, armed 
with all kinds of weapops. During the 
excltmont ono o t the wolves was shot, 
from the effects of which It died a few 
days later. 

Another Interacting Incident, which 
controvert* tho theory of wild animal 
trainers to the effect that affection Is 
not & part of the make-up of the cat 
family, occurred a few days ago. 
"Puss." the young Jaguar, some weeks 
ago evinced & fondness for a young 
shepherd puppy owned by Mr. Bau- 


melster. To tost tho real feeling of 
the animal toward the puppy. It was 
placed In the Jaguar's cage. To the 
surprise of both Mr. B&umolstor and 
the trainer, the Jaguar continued 
friendly with the puppy, and scorned 
perfectly contented as long as It re¬ 
mained In the coga The friendship 
seemed to ripen into a deep affection 
for the puppy, which affection was ap¬ 
parently reciprocated. 

8o well was each animal pleased with 
the other that they were kept together, 
until a few days ago. when the pup¬ 
py became sick- For the purpose of 
administering remedies, the dog was 
removed from tho cage. The Jaguar 
at onco became restless and apparent¬ 
ly heart-broken it walked restU-sely 
back and forth about its cage, whim¬ 
pering continuously, until at last ths 
puppy was replaced in the cage. Tho 
scene wiien they were reunited was an 
affecting one. The Jaguar embraced Its 
canine friend fondly, purring and fond¬ 
ling the puppy as If perfectly contented 
again.

Baumelster a Louisville Boy. 


Edward Baumelster is a son of John 
Baumelster, who for many years was 
one of the city's leading contractors. 


Ho resides with his r -i 1341 New 

Broadway. He was reared In Louis¬ 
ville, receiving hU education In tha 
schools of the city, afterward taking a 
collegiate course at Hampton-Bldiisy 
College. He graduated in medicine sev¬ 
eral years ago, but says he does not In¬ 
tend to practice. He Is enthusiastic 
over his pet project and seems delew- 
mined to carry It to a successful con¬ 
summation. Mr. Baumelster says hs 
has had numerous propositions for 
partnerships In his project, all of which 
he has refused. 

"I want absolute control of the pro¬ 
ject," he said "I will soon command 
sufficient means to accomplish my pur¬ 
pose and will so use It. I intend to 
give Louisville a 'zoo* of the highest 
order. I do not know how long It will 
require to accomplish ray purpose In 
this regard, but I will push It os rapidly 
as practicable.** 

Mr. Baumelster Is a young man of 
striking appearance and pleasing ad¬ 
dress. He wears his hair after ths 
style of the Western scout and Is a 
familiar figure about the city. He oft¬ 
en attracts attention by driving on ex¬ 
pensive automobile about the city at 
top speed. He enjoys the reputation of 
being one of the most expert "chauf¬ 
feurs" in Louisville. 

■H-H H-t-K 
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R ECENTLY bids were opened by 
the Navy Department at 
Washington for two new bat¬ 
tleships of the first class, the 
Michigan and South Carolina, either 
of which it Is confidently hoped will be 
as powerful. If not more powerful, than 
the famous Dreadnought, the recently 
launched British ship, which Britishers 
assert is the most powerful fighting 
craft afloat. The utmost secrecy hai • 
been maintained In regard to the con¬ 
struction of the Dreadnought, and be¬ 
yond the statement that this Goliath of 
the seas has a displacement of 18.100 
tons, carries ten twelve-inch guns in 
her main battery and has a speed of 
twenty knots an hour, little Is know ft 
of It to those outside of John Bull's 
Navy Department. 

Whatever may be her speed or equip¬ 
ment. If a lay n Ind may draw con¬ 
clusions from whut he is told by those 
who ore Interested in the experiments 
thAt have been conducted at Newport 
during the past few' months, this float¬ 
ing fort would probably find In our 
mosquito fleet of submarines an op¬ 
ponent before which it would melt like 
a snowball under a July sun, and 
against which the Dreadnought would 
be practically powerless to strike a 
blow in self-defense. 

There are In the United St3tes Navy 
at the present time eight submarines 
of the Holland type. They are th Ad J- 
«x. Grampus. Holland, M *oca»ln, P.ke, 
plunger. Porpoise and rSiark. These 
modern submarines are properly d vlng 
boats of the torpedo clan, which ruu 
close to the surface of the w^ter and 
are able to make themselves almost In¬ 
visible to the enemy by zub nergtng 
themselves, thereby being able to per¬ 
form, in broad dryllght, work which 
the ordinary i«*rp do boat p rf Tins un¬ 
der cover of darkness. 

The craft fires a modern Whltsbtad 
torpedo, containing about 100 pounds 
of gun cotton fn.*m a tube In the b»w. 
On the surface, they are propelled by 
kwaniine engines, and when sub nergod 
the motive power Is furn.zhed from an 
electric storage hittery. The boats are 
about sixty feu 1 on/, sh ipsd so newh.it 
like a cigar, a.id nrc a little than 
twelve feet In d.ameter In ihe thickest 
pin. Each b ui Is divide 1 Into com¬ 
portments, several of which may be 
filled with water at will, and the boat 
submerge! by two horizontal rudders, 
which cause the boat to dip when 
pressed downward. The boat after be¬ 
ing prepared for Its downward plunge 
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retains much of Its buoyancy and It la 
ncc'sasry to k-#p the craft under way 
In order to keep It under water. 

The uses to which vessels of this 
type nmy be put are manifold. Navel 
authentic* assert that they may mat 
effectually be used In conjunction with 
battleships, surface torpedo boats and 
destroyers In offensive work and alvo 
In protecting a coast line as an aux¬ 
iliary to the guns of the forts. 

The little vessels ate all seagoing 
craft end are able to travel several 
hundred miles under their own power. 
The work they might do is perhaps 
best illustrated by the story told by a 
person who has been following the ex¬ 
periments about the torpedo station for 
several years; 

"Should a vessel, for example, of the 
Dre/»dnaught type, accompanied by 
several other warships, be sent to close 
a pqrt on the eastern coast of the 
United States a fleet of the pigmies 
miehr he sent to meet them. The sub¬ 


marines would run on the surface, us¬ 
ing gasoline engines until the larger 
vessels were sighted. The large war¬ 
ships would be discerned at sea long 
before they would be able to pick up 
their smaller opponents, which would 
separate, spread out over the pathway 
through which the oncoming fleet was 
expected to pas* and sink until nothing 
remolned over water but the conning 
tower. 

In this condition It would be almost 
Impossible to discern them on the sur¬ 
face of the water except at very close 
range. After locating their victims, the 
submarines would use the power from 
the batteries, and these assassins of the 
sea would creep up until they came 
within s few hundred yards of the un¬ 
suspecting warships. Then a torpedo 
would be fired, the submerged craft 
would dive to escape detection, and 
while the deadly missile rushed on Its 
destructive mission the craft would 
speed away beneath the surface, with¬ 


out fear of being discovered. 

"It would remain beneath the surface 
until it had passed a safe distatue 
away, then the compressed air would 
be forced Into the water chambers, the 
horizontal rudders would be pressed 
upward, and the craft would rise to 
the surface, a mile or so away, to view 


the result of the shot from a Fafe dis¬ 
tance. Should n torpedo strike the tar¬ 
get nt which It Is aimed, ami from the 
results of the experiments which have 
been conducted here we have every 
reason to think It would, long before 
the men In the submarine would be

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view the results, the object of the at¬ 
tack would have been thrown high in 
the air, leaving a moss of debris and 
wreckage to sink beneath the waves. 

"The contest, os regards the number 
of men, size of the vessels and at length 
would be a most uneven one. The great 
warship, with Its rapid-fire guns, man¬ 
ned by nearly 1,000 men, would »t first 
seem to be an overwhelming match for 
the little submarine, with a single tor¬ 
pedo tube and a crew of only six men; 
but the latter, like an ussossln, would 
be able to creep upon Its adversary un¬ 
suspected and deliver a deathblow be¬ 
fore the giant would be able to fire 
a single shot from her many guna. 

"Should the battleship discover ths 
conning tower of the submarine &s It 
rippled through ihe water before fir¬ 
ing. her only safety would lie In put¬ 
ting on speed and changing her course. 
8everaJ well-directed shots would 
cause the snVnarlne to dlv» for self- 
protection, snd It woul-l be prj I r.!!y 


harmless if kept under water, as It Is 
utterly Impossible to see any object 
beneath the surface, and 100 feet of 
water obstruct* the view* ns effectively 
as a brick wall. 

•The submarine hns a tremendous 
advantage over the surface torpedo 
boat In being able to creep up to the 
enemy In the dnytlme In the same way 
that the surface boat maneuvers at 
night, and ll Is able to make sure of 
ihe character of the ship at which It 
Is firing In actual warfare this Is 
Important, os there have been In¬ 
stances where a torpedo boat attacking 
In the darkneea has mistaken friend for 
foe. In coast defense work the sub¬ 
marine extends the line of protection 
beyond the range of the guns of the 
fortifications, and In a great measure 
takes the place of mines, which In dims 
of war sometimes prove to be quite as 
dangerous to those who plant them os 
to those for whom they were laid. 

"Going detvu In a submarine *•» a 


novtoe Is like going to one's 0*71 funeral 
In a hermetically seaied casket, and 
that Is the way ths President must have 
fslt when he made the dive In ths 
Plunger lost faJL After leaving the sur¬ 
face of the water ths temperature rises. 
You feel a strange pressure in your ears* 
which Is somewhat overcome by holding 
the end of the noee and Imitating swaj. 
lowing. Five feet below the surface 
the water looks llko lemonade, and fif¬ 
teen feet or more below It resembles a 
dense fog. The vessel Is sunk to ths 
desired depth, the gasoline engine Is 
stopped, and the motive power used 
from the storage batteries. 

"Suddenly the vibrations become lnd!». 
ttnet, an officer pulls a lever, there Is a 
strange rushing noise, and you know 
that a torpedo has started on a mlssloa 
of destruction. The vibrations of ths 
motor are again heard and the boat 
pitches suddenly downward among the 
fish, that Idly approach and blink in 
fish surprise at their mechanical count¬ 
erpart, while they gaze with a hungry 
look at those within. The craft Is kept 
beneath tho surface until It has gone s 
safe distance, when It Is brought to 
the surface to view from afar ths re¬ 
sults of Its work. 

"The submarine has come to stay. No 
first-class naval power can afford to 
be without It* fleet of these vessel^ 
The recent experiments at Newport 
with tho Porpoise and Shark, while 
they have brought out points of weak, 
ness, hAve also established the fact 
that when under way the croft Is rea¬ 
sonably sure of hitting a stationary 
target. Out of twelve Whitehead tor¬ 
pedoes fired eleven were bullseyra, and 
this at a distance varying from too to 
800 yard a In the endurance test ths 
Bhatk ran awash for eight days, eight 
hours a day. under gasoline, a total 
distance of »0 miles, and during the 
trials the gasoline tanks were filled 
from a tender, which ran alongside." 

The submarines ir. tho United States 
navy ore practically alike. with the ex¬ 
ception of the Holland, which ha* a 
displacement ot seventy-five tons. is 
sixty-three * rpoed of 

seven knots on the surface and be¬ 
low it. It was completed in iwe. 

The others were oil completed in 1501 
and 1304, and h»*e «*ch a displaym«nl 
of li» ton* a or about one 

knot better than the Holland. At the

ARMENTS of Negligee Persuasion Are Gorg¬ 
eous Enough for Informal Dinner Wear in 
One’s Own Home—Princess Effects In Sheer¬ 
est Materials Are Elaborated Much With Val. 
Lace Insertions and Shirrings—The Ever-Fascinating Kimo- 
na of the Japs Holds Its Own for Boudoir Use—White Is 
Generally Used for the Lounging Robe, but Colors Are Ad¬ 
vised for the Would-Be Beauty Who Is At Her Best In 
Negligee. 
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N OWHERE 1s the note of elab¬ 
oration which characterize# thl# 
season*# fashion# more ap¬ 
parent than in garments of 
negligee persuasion. many of which are 
•uch exquisite examples of fine ma¬ 
terials and beautiful lace# and embroid¬ 
eries that they are being worn for in¬ 
formal dinner wear in one’s own home. 

Though the garment which hangs in 
graceful line# from the shoulders to 
the bottom of the long trailing skirt is 
still a much-favored model, there are 
some effective Princess negligee house 
gowns. Every kind of dainty material 
from the most expensive lawns to the 
finest of French batistes, mulls and 
soft, lightweight silks, are used, with a

full complement of lace or embroidery, 
shirrings and tucks. 

One Princess negligee of white China 
silk show’s the use of tucks and shir- 
rings with insertions and edgings of 
net lace arranged in such a manner as 
to give the most graceful lines to the 
figure. The waist and skirt are elab¬ 
orately shirred crosswise In clusters 
from the shoulders to well over the hlp- 
llne. and. running from the shoulders 
to the center of the tucked ruffle at the 
knee line, are broad Insertions of the 
net lace, tending to accentuate the 
Princess effect of the gow-n and give 
longer lines to the figure. To the knee 
ruffle is attached a wide lace ruffle, and 
this is finished by another wide silk

ruffle, much tuoked and shirred, the 
shirrings in this Instance being drawn 
over tiny featherbone cords, which hold 
the skirt out gracefully from about the 
feet. The sleeves are short, draped 
puffs, inset with Insertions and finished 
with double lace ruffles. 

In the short jackets that come as far 
as the hip line there are some charm¬ 
ing effects described. In sheer lawn, 
dotted Swiss and China and Jap silk. 
White seems to be the favorite, the 
color note, if any. showing itself In the 
ribbons which run through beading dis¬ 
posed at the neck and waist line and 
as a heading for the ruffles of the el¬ 
bow Sleeves. The use of wide and nar¬ 
row blue satin ribbons showed itself 
prettily in one of these short jackets 
made of white China silk.

The jacket of all-over embroidery 
with trimmings of fine lace is another 
model attracting considerable attention. 
Owing to the beauty of the material 
these jackets are made to hang in loose 
lines from the shoulders, displaying the 
pattern of the embroidery to the best 
advantage. 

For the privacy of ono’s boudoir these 
are worn with handsome lingerie pet¬ 
ticoats lavishly trimmed with lace or 
embroidery, but when it Is desired that 
they make their appearance in the 
bosom of one's family they are accom¬ 
panied by long trailing separate skirts 
of lawn or like material trimmed to 
match or harmonize with the jacket, in 
which case the costume is particularly 
effective. For the leisure hours of 
these hot summer days there are the 
most fascinating Japanese klmonas, 
w hose cool silk add little or no warmth 
but much attractiveness to their wear¬ 
er. These picturesque garments show 
the long Japanese sleeve which falls 
back from the arm In such an alluring 
i ll.’

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manne*. revealing Its charming plump¬ 
ness, and the slender waist Is swathed 
with the plain silk obi. tied In genuine 
Japanese fashion in the back. This 
latter Item may be omitted on occa¬ 
sions when comfort rather than effect 
is paramount One of the most dis¬ 
tinctive points about these real Jap¬ 
anese kimonaa is the padded bottom 
edge, which looks like a roll of soft 
cotton covered with silk matching in 
oolor the predominating shade of the 
kimono. This roll serves to keep the 
soft silk from falling in about the feet, 
thus giving the kimona entire an air 
of attractive coolness and looseness 
from the body. 
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Every one has a particular color 
which sets off their style of beauty 
as no other color can. No woman Is 
so devoid of attractiveness but some 
color will make her appear charming 
and it behooves the would-be beauty to 
discover quickly what her color Is. 
Negligee no longer stalks aa a fitting 
accompaniment to curl papers and 
straying corset strings, but lends its 
graceful lines, dainty needlework and 
color to tho making of the most attrac¬ 
tive phase of woman’s day. So If white 
is not sufficiently becoming, selection 
should be made of some one of the

Always select a color which brings out 
the glint of the hair, the bloom of the 
skin, while giving the effect of light¬ 
ness and cool possibilities. These shades 
are toned down by trimmings of white 
lac© or toned up by ribbon headings of 
darker shade or even contrasting color, 
so long as the color scheme Is har¬ 
monious and not too deep toned for 
the lightness of effect which charac¬ 
terizes the purely summer negligee. 

Again, the needful oolor Is given by & 
silk slip tn color worn under the sheer¬ 
est of whit© muslins. Nothing could 
bo more eluaiv©iy pretty than a lingerie 
negligee in Empire cut worn over a 
silk slip of shell ptnk. Such a one was 
a reoent Importation for the trousseau 
of a summer bride, but the Idea was so 
simply carried out in spit© of Its ap¬ 
parent intricacy that the ambitious 
woman can. with the aid of the seam¬ 
stress. duplicate the negligee, which Is 
fully attractive enough to be worn as 
a dinner gown en famllle. 

The entire bodice, looking for all the 
world like a tight-fitting bolero, was 
composed of medallions of hand em¬ 
broidery and cluny lace set In and fill¬ 
ing up the spaces between the embroid¬ 
ery.

A good model for a vtr 
slender girl Is made of rows of 
edged muslin, which run around th©V 
figure, and the sleeves and low neck cut 
square are edged with three rows of 
Valenciennes insertion. The principal 
pffect to be secured in the» short in¬ 
formal affairs is simplicity and cool¬ 
ness and they are seldom fastened with 
anything more trying to secur© than 
rosettes of ribbon—say two at the bust 
line. 
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; . WOMEN MADE' FAME! ®>Y THE NEW EYENI 
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T HEATER headgear—this Includ¬ 
ing hats, defined headdresses 
and ornaments of all sorts—is a 
mooted subject which smart 
women seem to be settling for them¬ 
selves. At a recent hat sale organized 
by the Countess do Greluffe, a noted 
leader of th© Paris set. some of the 
most charming evening creations wer© 
contributed by society women. Th© 
ostensible purpose of th© sale was char¬ 
ity. but those concerned In It took th© 
opportunity to give some excellent ob¬ 
ject lessons anent th© evening manners 
for millinery. “Both amateur and pro¬ 
fessional modistes." says a Paris jour¬ 
nal "were for once In league on on© 
point, namely, th© alteration of th© 
large theater hat. that long-tolerated 
nuisance which has never been thor¬ 
oughly squashed here. The triumphant 
success of the tiny toques and ban¬ 
deaux with transparent lifts set forth 
by these ladles us approved headgear 
Is assured, to that the large evening 
hat, which in the order of things is sure 
to bid for favor, will find little place 
In the well-bred world.** 

Coming at a moment when there la 
an enormous revival of Interest In even¬ 
ing headgear, the limitations as set 
forth by the Comtesse de G reluff e and 
her adherents will have an Important 
influence on French millinery for for¬ 
eign use. 

* \Yo do not Intend to handle any 
large hats for theater use," declared 
one importer of prominence In a rocent 
Interview. "Small, flat turbans of 
flowers or leaves, bandeaux with light, 
feathery lifts, and Infinitesimal chap¬ 
eaux which a wisp of tullo and a groat 
rose may. perhaps, make, shall be our 
models." 

Perched upon the elaborate ercetions 
of curled, puffed and waved hair 
which aro th© vogue, this millinery, it 
Is declared, will set upon the head 
more liko hair ornaments than hots. 
Nobody’s view will be obstructed, wo¬ 
man will bo fairer thereby, and her 
Inordinate hunger for flxlr.ess satisfied. 

Some painted models of th© evening 
chapeaux which will make their ap¬ 
pearance here give backing to these 
promises, for all those described as 
Theater hats are Indifferently tiny. A 
group of delightful headdresses were 
tsslilonod of twists of wired gilt or sil¬ 
ver tulle, satin ribbon or velvet hold¬ 
ing In place wide pamdlso plumes, 
which rose very slightly at the left. 
And then curled low at tho sides of tho 


coiffure. Th© twists themselves war© 
In the tiniest wreaths, which were set 
squarely on top of the head over soft 
puffs of the hair. A marvelous Uttle 
hat was a tiny saucer-fiat turban of 
pale rose tulle edged with a wreath of 
deeper pink rosebuds. At th© left an 
aigrette In "comot’s tall** form, and put 
on with a low, broad slant, was in 
shaded pinks. 

A hat for concert and dinner wear 
plainly vied with those tiny affairs for 
favor with the women accustomed to 
big chapeaux, for this was a clumsy, 
bunchy turban of whit© turban over a 
gilt wire frame. The effect was biggish, 
but transparent and at the left side of 
this chapeau hand-made roses of pink 
chiffon taffeta and a lift of wild grasses 
made of wired green tulle, artistically 
shaded, were novel features. Th© odd¬ 
est hat of ail was a miniature fantalsie. 
all of tiny pink roees. with the excep¬ 
tion of a green satin crown band. In 
Jockey form, the short peak, however, 
not emerging beyond the line of th© 
hair. 
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Everything that is fantastic. In short. 
Is likely to b© seen In th© new evening 
millinery, but if ^pe may count on the 
promised word ^Importers and paint¬ 
ed models, all forms will be flat, and 
every lifting ornament almost as trans¬ 
parent as w indow glass. StlU. some of 
these lifts tre enormously long. and. 
put on In a recklessly slanting way. 
these arc likely to endanger the actual 
eye of tlio neighbor as well as his point 
of vlow Such chapeaux however, will 
only be worn here In private boxes, as 
the popular prejudice against th© 
nuisance of the theater hat Is much 
stronger In this country than in France. 

For the restaurant dinner, horse show 
and for other service where elaborate 
dressing la in order, hats are likely to 
have much of the old bigness. The plate 
models shown for these do not strive 
greatly for sharp points of height, ev¬ 
erything being put on with on even, 
bunchy bigness. A high crown with a 
broad, straight hrlrn is on© model tor 
the delicately tinted felts, which will 
be offered for smart evening gowns In 


paJ© colors, ostrich feathers, jeweled 
buckles, tuli© and enormous roses trim¬ 
ming them heavily. Regarding "la 
rose"—th© flower of flowers—for th© 
head of beautiful woman, the afore¬ 
mentioned Journal writes: 

"The newest rooe is a vast, shattered 
blossom that looks as ff Its petals would 
fail at a touch. Sulphur, pink, violin© 
and plstach© green are chic shade* for 
them, and a single blossom Is some¬ 
times worn In a street bodlc© like th© 
natural flower. Another In the same 
shad© may be at the side of a tulle tur¬ 
ban. while Madome’s gloves, parasol 
and stockings match the hue of her en¬ 
chanted posies." 

Of almost equal importance to the 
theater-going w’orid as th© fast-lnvad- 
Ing hat is th© cult of the coiffure as 
taught by leading hairdressers. Not 
only is the hair structure bigger than 
ever, with its curls, braids and padded 
gmffs. but Spanish combs and aigrettes 
from six to eight Inches ic height must 
set off the evening head. Then with 
the high square-topped combs the lace 


mantilla of the Castllan beauty also 
threatens, coiffeurs showing already 
th© correct method of wearing them, 
and Invariably getting In a word of th© 
new Queen of Spain, whose adoption of 
Spanish customs has revived Interest 
In these charming trifles. 

Th© beet of the Imported combs, 
which as yet are shown In but limited 
numbers, are enchantingly lovely, fili¬ 
gree ©liver, chased gold and plain shell 
forming them The very much orna- 
monted ones, those with blinding past© 
gems, ar© spurious Imitation*. Jewelers 
affirm, but these are shown, too, by the 
coiffeur. 

The arrangement of the amntllia, 
which may be of white or black lace, 
with the high comb, is simple. On© 
end is dropped sllghUv over the top 
of the comb, and the rest of the filmy 
fabric, which Is in square shawl form, 
gracefully veils the shoulders and bark 
of the hr>ad. The picturesque becom- 
lngne^s of this headdress is too tak¬ 
ing to be entirely Icmorcd. and it will 
doubtless be adopted for theater wear 
by a few women of Independent spirit. 
The others will seise upon the nunwr* 
©us little hats offered, and all the high 
and low ornament* w’hlch take away 
the look of a bare, unadorned head. 
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The way* of putting the Spanish 
comb Into the coiffure are various. 
With the maiytllla it is placed squarely 
at the top of the hear back of the 
crown, or slightly to one side. With 
other high coiffures, for a high dress¬ 
ing of the hair Is necessary with the 
tall comb, it may be placed at the back 
of the coiffure, the square top barely 
showing at the front. Conservative 
people will choose those only moderate¬ 
ly high, and true Spanish influences are 
shown in the square top*, which, 
whether high or iow\ the majority of 
the newest combs display. 

As to the methods by which the 
modish coiffure of the moment Is 
achieved, they ail tend to give the 
head a very enlarged appearance. 
Frames made of wire the size of a 
single hair, covered to suit the wear¬ 
er’s glory, and still further disguised 
with n. covering of huir net. are em¬ 
ployed to raise the front pompadour, 
th.- side face puffs, and sometimes to 
bunk the final chignon. The waved 
locks which cover these at the front 
are artificially glossed to dazzling 
brightness, and wherever there it> a 
vacant spare In the back waves the 
hairdresser tucks In a soft, short curl, 
which Is atr&nhed to a brown, blonde 
or black hairpin. 
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The false pieces used to eke out hair 
sufficient for these towering struc¬ 
tures are without number. Few heads 
can be dressed without a switch or 
some degree of thickness for the back, 
and sometimes the entire front, whoso 
lightly failing puff and side undula¬ 
tions look so divinely natural, are made 
entirely by one of the wired pieces 
called transformations. For the rest, 
to accomplish the look of the low- 
growing hair at the temple—which 
makes the Frenchwoman’s head the 
most enchanting tn the world—there 
are delicate piece* on invisible net. 
with long ends to comb over th© side 
hair, which are deliberately glued to 
the temples. 

With the Spanish combs some coif¬ 
feurs aiso display tiny curling bits. 
In the old "beau -catcher" form, to be 
applied In th© same way. Thee© are 
used when the client objects to having 
her own temple locks cut. for the an¬ 
tiquated ••beau-catcher" ha* now a rec¬ 
ognized place in fashion'* beauty box. 

Head* luxuriously thatched, especial¬ 
ly those ©f debutantes or other young 
women, are again often very slrapliy 
dressed Innumerable partings ar© 
made and the hair dressed widely with 
loose puff* and braids, along with a 
soft pompadour or side or middle part- 
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T HERE is no Oriental dish *vhtch 
Is so famous os the Indian curry, 
though Americans know less 
about It than do their English 
cousins, who at this time of year revel 
in Its spicy, biting flavor. When noth¬ 
ing else Appeals to the appetite this 
hot weather, a curried dish will meet 
with hearty approval, and the following 
recipes of favorite Indian curries are 
both delicious and very timely. The 
sharper curry powders on tho market 
are not particularly favored by the 
American palate, and to be a success 
the bottled powder must be carefully 
selected, having a sw-eet rather than 
a bitter taste. 

Egg Curry.—Boll twelve fresh eggs 
for eight minutes. Lift up and allow 
to slightly cool off. Loose shells by 
gently and carefully rolling on table 
with the hand without detaching the 
shells. Place on a deep dish, cover 
with salt, let stand for ten hours, shell, 
cut into quarters lengthwle© and keep 
on a plate until required. Melt a ta- 
blespoonful of butter In a saucepan, 
add or.# and a half tablesp^onfuls of 


flour and stir a little. Add a small 
sliced onion, a small finely chopped 
apple, half a small seeded green pep¬ 
per. a saJtspoonful each of dried bay 
leaf and thyme. Gently brown for ton 
minutes, frequently stirring meanwhile. 
Moisten with a pint of hot water, sea¬ 
son with a teaspoonful of salt, two 
salt spoor, fill* Of cayenne, a saltspoonful 
of grated nutmeg and a teaspoonful of 
curry powder. Add a piece of lemon 
rind and one chopped red tomato. Mix 
all well together, let cook for thirty 
minutes, remov© lemon rind and bent 
eggs at oven door for two minutes. 
Serve with rice. 

Rice for Curry—Carefully wash half 
a pound of rlc© In three fresh waters. 
Drain well on a sieve. Have plenty of 
boiling water In a pan with a tea- 
spoonful of ©alt. Plunge the rice Into 
U, gently mix with a wooden spoon and 
cook until about three-quarwra don©, or 
twelve minutes. Drain well, place In 
a colander and lay in a rather alow' 
over for ten minutes, or until It is 
nicely dry. leaving the door open mean¬ 
while and taking care to mix It fre¬ 
quently w ith a ft»rk to prevent th? r <•© 


fom sticking together. In other words, 
the grains «homd be separated. 

Vendall Curry—Cut into h^lf-inch 
square pieces an onion, a aeedlcas gTeen 
pepper, a seeded tomato, a oored app.e 
and If possible a small piece of garlic. 
Melt a large tablespoonful of butter in 
a saucepan, add above Ingredients, 
sprinkle over iwo tablespoonfuIs of 
flour. Lightly stir and add a pound 
each ot raw loan veal and pork cut 
Into one-inch squares, and a half a 
pound seeded eggplant cut Into three- 
quarter-Inch pieces. Season with a 
teaspoonful of curry powder, a salt- 
spoonful of salt, a half teaspoonful of 
pepper and cook for ten minutes. 
Moisten with a pint of water. Tie in 
a bunch a sprig of parsley, a sprig of 
thyme, a bay leaf and place in pan. 
Cover pan. boil for flvo minutes and 
set in oven for an hour, being careful 
to mix one© in a while. Remove, tak© 
out bouquet, arrange with boiled rlc© 
and serve. 

Chicken Curry. Madraa—Sing© and 
cut head and feet off a tender tw*o- 
and-a-half-pound chicken. Dfaw. neat¬ 
ly wipe, cut into twelve equal pieces 
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and lay on rt plate. Mince a large onion, 
a medjum-sixed green pepper, a *oe<k*d 
fresh tomato and a cored apple. Molt 
& small tablespoon ful of butter In an 
Iron saucepan, add the chicken, and 
brown on a brisk fire for eight mln- 
* utes. Stir once m a while, and add the 
minced article* with a tablespoonful of 
flour, and a heaping teaspoonful of cur¬ 
ry powder. Stir well, and cook for four 
minutes longer, moisten with a pint cf 
hot w’a^ter. season with one and a half 
teaspoonfuls of salt, half a teaspoouful 
of peper, a salt spoonful each of grated 
nutmeg, thyme in powder, bay leaf 
and one tablespoonful of Worcester¬ 
shire sauce. Thoroughly mix and let 
slowly cook for thirty minutes, mix¬ 
ing once’in a while. 

Vermicelli. Indian Stylo—Place In a 
saucepan one sliced carrot, one sliced 
onion, one sprig of thyme, two bay 
leaves, one clove, on© nutmeg leaf, four 
crushed tomatoes, five pints of water 
and two pounds of white fish. Slowly 
boll for one hour. Strain the broth 
through a double cheesecloth Into an¬ 
other saucepan, and let again come to 
a boll Add three ounces of crushed

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D ID you ever see a real Hindoo 
street fakir? It Is probable 
that few people, unless they 
have traveled In India, ever 
have. This story describes many of 
tbe famous tricks exhibited by these 
seemingly supernatural human beings. 
It is from these people that our great 
magicians. Kellar and Herrmann, have 
learned much, and to whom they also 
give tbe credit of saying, that they, as 
pupils, art but beginners In tbs school 
of Hindoo magic. 

To-day and to-morrow tbs people of 
Louisville have an opportunity of see¬ 
ing fire of these Hindoo fakirs. During 
the past winter Carl Hagen beck has or¬ 
ganised an Immense circus to tour this 
country Looking for novel features, 
he obtained ths permission of the Ma¬ 
harajah of Kuch Behar to bring 200 
of his people to America for eix months 
These people present an East Indian 
exposition In connection with the cir¬ 
cus, and the five fakirs exhibit their 
tricks as a port of ths various per¬ 
formance#. 

The performers one made up of necro¬ 
mancers, sword swallowers, snake- 
charmers. fire eaters, Guay a rati acro¬ 
bats and others. So remarkable are the 
feats performed lhat their relating by 
a alghtseer would cause a questioning 
of his veracity. For hundreds of years, 
from Rouseclet to Kipling, readers of 
East Indian history have been assailed 
with descriptions of tho most marvel- 
bus tricks performed by the Hindoo 
street fakir. Who be* not read at some 
time or other of tho Hindoo basket 
trick, ths rope trick, the growing of 
the mango plant, and other sensations? 
Few really have believed the written 
evidences of ths historian. For ths first 
time, Americans have the opportunity 
of meeting these clever people face to 
tace end of seeing the actual operation 
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and performance of feats which have 
thrilled the Eastern traveler through 
and through, and whkh they later 
recorded for our reading ojuI probable 
mental query. 

• • • 

How Are the Tricks DoneP 

Inasmuch as ttyere is no doubt that 
these feats are performed by the Hin¬ 
doo feklr, not only In India, but also In 
America to-day, the question arlsvs; 
How are they done? Do we really see 
a Hindoo climb e rope which stands 
boll upright In the air without support 
at either end? Is It possible for a man 
to carry around a child suspended by 
wires from his eyeballs? Or Is the vis¬ 
itor thrown Into a state of self-hyp¬ 
nosis by the Hindoo mystlfier? The 
same queetlon waa put to I>*e Williams, 
who represents Carl Hugenbeck In 
America- Mr. Williams has had con¬ 
siderable experience with these people. 
He has seen tbe tricks performed day 
after day, week after week, has watch¬ 
ed every motion of the fakir at hts 
work, and finally had to admit that al¬ 
most without exception he Is still aa 
much In the dark aa ever. Nor Is this 
strange, for. If you ask KamyarslnJhl 
how lilt followers do their tricks, he. 
too. will shake tits head and tell you 
that bla people are poHseesed of a great 
wisdom, of which he Is not capHble of 
understanding. 

It Is true, as a matter of fact, ilia: 
these street fakirs are the d*sr*n lantt 
of generation upon generation of fskira 
whose lives have be«n given over to 
the mystic. It Is probable that the five 
Hindoo f&klra are the sons or the 
gran darns of f»klrs Unit In years gone 
by have mystified our fathers and 
grandfathers and sent them bark to ua 
with their seemingly Impossible tales 
of wondrous feats performed. 

Here Is what happened at a demon¬ 
stration at the Pen and Pencil Club a 
few weeks ago In Philadelphia: 

When I eaw the exhibition we were 
brought Into the banqueting room of 
Hhe club—a room ueed generally for 
ei teKalntng purpose*, and which none 
of the Hindoos had ever eeen bef«^ra 
This Is Important In View of the latter 
proceedings. The company was in¬ 
troduced to five aueer-looking, middle- 
aged. somewhat dirty, and poorly-clad 
Hindoo*. Each wore a shawl around 
the ehouldera, a sort of shirt without

sleeves and another shawl around the 
loins and legs. These shawls w*re lat¬ 
er discarded snd thrown aside to show 
that they formed no part of the trick¬ 
ery we sll expected to a* e. 


The introduction over, the fakirs pro¬ 
ceeded to sit down In a semi-circle on 
a small elevated stage. The audience 
occupied a number of chairs some 
short distance away. It being expect¬ 


ed rhat, similar to our American ma 
glclans, a loo close Inspection would 
not be permitted. They w*ere all 
ainlles. were these queer creatures; 
they showed their teeth; the eye had a 


merry twinkle, ns of amusement. Pol¬ 
ling the pnn. Ipal fakir, acted as 
spokesman "Kum k» rlose." said he. 
smiling "Ei r. err." beckoning wlUi a 
small *iKk that he wanted us all to 
get Just as dcs* as wo cared to. The 
invitation woe accepted with alacrity, 
and lt seemed as If Inside of two min¬ 
utes every \leltor In the room had de¬ 
veloped nn all-absorbing Interest. As 
one of the fellows remarked later, "It 
seemed as If they had us where they 
wanted us right from the start." 

Each of the fakirs had before him a 
small dirty bag, almost nastily dirty, 
and untidy in Appearance, and looked 
something like an old farmers caip t 
bag. only very small. We never s«w 
the Inside of the bags, but they played 
a most Important | art. All tbe fakirs* 
arms were bare, and *ach In tun per¬ 
formed a trick. The first was something 
similar to our shell game, only vastly 
more Interesting. In pi ice of the usu%l 
small walnut shell, the fakir used (lie 
half shell of a coconnut. First, he 
forded u.h with oue ball, which was 
made of red flannel bound hard with 
thread and about the six* of a horse 
chestnut. It appeared, however, that 
this was only a starter. From one ball 
our dusky acquaintance Increased to 
two. and from two to three, and event¬ 
ually wound up by playing the game 
with twelve twills, which completely 
filled tbe shell, and yet no one priscnt 
was willing to admit that he hid seen 
the transmission of a el iglc ball from 
any one of the cup**. 

*!be next trick was absurdly simple. 
Fakir No. 2 produc ed a small ball of or¬ 
dinary coarse cot’an throsA About 
thirty yards were unwound nr.d tolled 
Into h mess, which s >me li.ilf-doson of 
us proceeded to cut mio all sorts of 
Unagtnable pieces. \ft*r we were sat¬ 
isfied with our wer’k. the f ikir placed 
tbe cut threads on :he ground, placed 
his hands over th *m. and then usked 
one of us to open i s mouth, rials w'aa 
done. \\ <th his left li.uid. and the right 
still unmoved from the floor, the fhklr 
procee 1 1 d to unw;ii 1 from somewhere 
In the spectatorV i whose n.vne was 
Harrison) mouth »h* thirty yards of 
cotton thread. t:nbr»*en and lr« excel¬ 
lent condition. Harrison was the most 
surprised of us nil. He could not be¬ 
lieve his own eyes. 

*I>ld you feel It?" oaked one of tbe 
boys. 

"Only a tickle," nnswered Harrison, 
who bore a look as If he had done some¬ 


thing wrong. One of the other wise 
boys asked him why he dldit t « h*«e Ills 
mouth. The question received a very 
caustic reply from the gentleman, w no 
Indicated that the questioner had best 
look to his own; as for himself, he did 
not Intend to again open hts the whole 
evening. 

• • • 

The Fakir Is Amused. 

All this time the fakir smJled a broad 
grin. We had all been so busy over 
Harrison that we had forgotten about 
the other hand. Horace Vogel, the 
sporting editor of the Telegraph, how¬ 
ever. had kept his eyes glued to the 
Hindoo's right hand. He wanted to 
know’ what had become of the broken 
threads. Presently we hod time to de¬ 
vote to the "sporty" mam who was still 
engaged tn staring at the hand. 

"Slappltyfnsh," or something that 
sounded like It, emanated from the ma¬ 
gician. Then Horace wmke up, or ap¬ 
peared to. but the threads had gone. 

I am going to skip some of the trteks. 
as lt would lake too long to tell all In 
that evening's amusement. The water 
trick was a marvel; the bosket trick 
seemed to be ghastly real, ns the sword 
was brought from the bHskei literally 
dripping with blood. The fire trick was 
mystifying, and the managing editor 
of the Philadelphia Press Ut a cigar In 
the fiames which came from the Inside 
of the fakir’s mouth. 

The trick that Impressed us all more 
than any wits the rope trick. Some ten 
yards of ordinary hempen rope were 
produced from one of the bogs. The 
rope was parsed around for our Inspec¬ 
tion. All the fakirs stood up and com¬ 
menced a weird chant. One threw tho 
rope In the air, and lo! It stood up there 
before us with some two yards on tho 
ground The top was near tho celling. 
Up this rope, which I swear had no 
support, tho fakir commenced to climb 
until he reached tho top. w’here he bal¬ 
anced himself, gave us the laugh, and 
slid down. I can picture many people 
who read this story Fow- will believe 
It, and yet 1 am gifted with as good a 
pair of eyes os most people, and all the 
rest of the crowd arc with me lo a man. 

It was about this time that the trou¬ 
ble of Jones began. Jones Is nothing tf 
not a skeptic. Many a smile hml pa<s*d 
over hts features us the different tricks 
were shown He evidently had a solu¬ 
tion of them All. FolMnl. the head fakir, 


had had an eye on the gentleman for 
some time, and after a while ho beckon- 
cd to him to come forward. This Jones 
did and waited w hilst Polllnl brought an 
ordinary plain chair. In this Jones sa4 
without request. As soon as bs had 
taken hts seat, however, the Hindoo 
asked him If he would please get up, 
using signals and half English ejacula¬ 
tions to signify that Jones should oris*. 
This Jones absolutely could not da 
He looked at the Hindoo pleadingly, 
whilst the i eat of the crowd greeted him 
with suggestions. Poor old Jjnes; ns 
sat mutely, not to say abjectly, at tht 
mercy of the fakir and Ms friends. 
There Is one good thing about 
however. When some

cular patient* JAwv be Isolated will 
be given e.ii*6e>t consideration. 
Another result of the investigation 
probably will bo the organisation 
of the members of the visiting 
staff of physicians. 

Few complaints of any kind wero *J« 
made against J. C. Vogt, and the 
great majority of the witness*** 
complimented him for his man* 
agement of the affairs of the In¬ 
stitution. The witnesses pointed 
out that some things, which were 
not as they should he. were be- ., 
yond the control of Mr. Vogt. 
Practically every physician who 
testified said that Mr. Vogt did the 
best that he could "under the cir¬ 
cumstances." 

A remarkable state of affairs was 
shown In the force of nurses. It 
was made known that the nurses 
are divided Into two classes, 
"union" and “scab’* nurses. It was 
aet forth that the ‘‘union** was 
formed for the purpose of ousting 
Miss Anna Shafer from her posl- 
.. tlon as superintendent of nurses. 

The • union" nurse, who testified, 

’ j complained against Mies Shafer, 
one of the chief allegations being 
that she "spied" upon them and 
] was too strict. The nurse* who 
•• do not belong to the so-called 
*| "union" praised Miss Shafer and 
«• spoke highly of her efficiency.

Miss Emma Fellows, a nurse, testified 
that the "union" nursc-s refer to the 
others In the Institution ns "scabs.’,' 
She said none of the patients were re¬ 
quired to work, and related an inci¬ 
dent where one of the patients In her 
ward had even refused to perform the 
simple service of feeding another pa¬ 
tient who had lost his arms. 

During her cross-examination. Miss 
Nettle Burgess was asked wheth*>r she 
had told Dr. Menefec that she could 
not take the proper Interest in her 
work at tho City Hospital. She replied 
In tho affirmative, and explained tho 
remark by stating that there was so 
much contention and friction between 
tho "union" and “scab" nurses that It 
made conditions at the institution very 
unpleasant.

Miss Edith Younglove, a nurse, was 
asked by H^m Bruce, ono of tho at¬ 
torneys for the prosecution, whether 
she had signed a petition against Miss 
Anna fchnfer. superintendent of nurses, 
last fall.

After the examination of seventy-one 
witnesses, the investigation of affairs 
At the City Hospital, which was opened 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 :30 o’clock, was 
concluded yesterday afternoon at 12:60 
o’clock. A stenographic report of all 
the testimony was made throughout 
the Investigation, and James B. Smith, 
chairman <»f the Board of Public Safe¬ 
ty. said this testimony would be pub¬ 
lished In full, in order that atl the facts 
may be set before the public. He an¬ 
nounced at the close of the investiga¬ 
tion yesterday that the members of tho 
•investigating Committee* would take 
the testimony under afiviaement and 
Issue a statement as to their finding 
later. Arthur Benslnger, attorney for 
the board, will go over the testimony 
with the members. The decision may 
be announced this week 
Julius C. Vogt, superintendent of the 
City Hospital, said yesterday afternoon 
tha< he was glad the investigation had 
come to a close. 

"The testimony from day to day has 
been given to the public through the 
Press, he said. "I hope the people in 
general have followed this testimony 
close!J*. and that through it my man¬ 
agement of the Louisville City Hos¬ 
pital has been vindicated. I have 
passed through a trying <“rd*al, 
posstbly It was for the beat. I wish 
to thank the physicians who came to 
»ny support, and also the many people 
who wrote me kind letters, filled with 
expressions of confidence In me and 
my management of affairs at the City 
Hospital. My friends have responded 
cobly throughout the entire ordeal, end 
1 keenly appreciate their kindness." 

Dr. Jouett Menefec. who i» responsi¬ 
ble for the charges that were filed 
against the City Hospital management, 
•aid yesterday afternoon that he had 
nothing to say for publication. When 
asked whether lie thought the ruling* 
of James B. Smith, chairman of tho 
InvestIgatlng board, had bn-u impartial 
ot sll times, ho said ho did not. Dr. 
Mencfee stated that ho thought the 
charge* ns rruuJe by him. Dr. A. O. 
Taylor, and Dr. a. B. Acres, had been 
fully sustained by tho to-tlmony intro- 
4seed during the Investigation.

PITCHERS TO PICK FROM. 


T HE available timber In the Ameri¬ 
can Association this year for 
graduation Into major league 
company Is very small, compared 
with former seasons. Then* are not a 
doxen players, all told, who or© consid¬ 
ered good enough to Jump from the asso¬ 
ciation and make good In the big leagues 
—that Is. young players who have not 
been up there before and sent hack for 
seasoning. The association managers 
seem to dote on player* of experience 
from the major leagues, and for that rea 
son there are really few good youngsters 
of promise to try out and take a chance 
on paying draft or a fancy purchase price. 
It Is more noticeable this season than 
ever before, for there have been some 
fine players sent to tho majors from I ho 
association since 1903. Start whh Ihe 
fielders. 8nd there are about three and 
possibly four who are to be considered, 
and nearly nil of them have seen service 
or practice with the major league club. 

The most valuable man to-day—at least 
from present showing—Is Denny Sullivan, 
of the Minneapolis Club. 8ulllvan had a 
try-out with the Detroit Club, but ns he 
was covered up at the time It Is doubtful 
whether he received the trial he wus enti¬ 
tled lo. There Is no faster fielder In the 
association, and he Is a splendid thrower, 
a good base-runner and a fairly good hit¬ 
ter. being over the .800 mark. He Is also 
a good bunter, and his speed makes him 
all the more valuable. Pickering, of the 
Columbus Club, who was with Connie 
Muck for a time, la not a youngster, but 
he has most of them beat a mile whun It 
comes to fielding and hitting. Billy Hall¬ 
man. of Louisville, Is showing hts for¬ 
mer speed this season, and Billy will get 
11 ihaitce again In fast company. Hlnch- 
mnn. of Columbus.la another star outfield¬ 
er. but he was Just sent from Cincinnati 
to Columbus, and It Is not likely thftt the 
majors will cliasc after him Just yet. 

Among tfic first basemen there are 
Kilun. of Columbus, and FreomAn. of 
Minneapolis. Freeman looked fit for ma¬ 
jor league company last fall, but the in¬ 
jury to hi* ankle has put him back some¬ 
what. and he Is not playing the game he 
Is really capable of putting up. 

In the second basemen tn**re are Wrig¬ 
ley. of Columbus. »nd Perrlnr. of Kansas 
City, with the chances favoring Perrlne 
owing to hi* youth and hitting ability 
Wrigley is the star of th»m all. with 
Barry McCormick Just a* good, but Barry 
Is counted out because of his long major 
lengue experience, and the fact that he I* 
getting pretty heavy. 

Marry Clark, of Milwaukee. 1* probably 
the l»e*t third baseman In the essocla- 
tIon—that Is. among the young on«*a— for 
Jimmy* Burke, of Kansas City, has them 
all braton when It come* to knowledge of 
tho poettfon, fielding and hitting, hut Jim¬ 
my has been up In fast company too long 
to be sent berk now. At that, there are 
severul major league clubs that would 
benefit with Jimmy Burke, because he 
has the* ability and he outclasses many of 
the thtrd-saokers who are up th<re. 

There *re really no shortstops In the as¬ 
sociation fit for graduation—that Is. young 
ones. Billy CMngman, of Toledo, is with¬ 
out doubt the beat, but Bill has seen 
about eighteen yeara* service in the 
majors itnd big minors, and may retire 
next season. Andy Oyler, of Minneapolis 
la a clever youngster, but not a bird 
enough hitter for the big leagues Rabbit 
Robinson, of Mllw*auk#e. is a* good as 
any. but has been in the majors before 
Ltrry Quinlan, of Louisville. w*ould do. 
but lacks the hitting ability. 

As to the cutvhtng departnuont. there 
are few good youngster* The t>e*i one 
Is Blue, of the Columbus club. He Is a 
fust voungster. and a big on* at that, and 
should develop Into a good one. Roth, of 
Mllwauker. and Ahliott, of Toledo, are 
good. , but both have been up in the 
majors. 

There are more pitcher* than any other 
class fit to advance. Among the beat are 
Helnle Berger, of Columbus. Oherlln. of 
Milwaukee. Pruitt, of 8t Paul: Putirnan. 
of Louisville: CamnSta. of Toledo, and 
Kellum. «f Indiana poll* Veil, of Colum¬ 
bus, would hove been advanced but fer 
the fact that He underwent an operation 
for appendicitis, and 1* not himself as yet. 
At that, he may recover, snd will then 
he re*dy to Join the msjors. The above 
list 1* about the pick of the association. 
Of the hit Berg**r and 01*erltn appear 
the br*t. Pruitt 1* a youngster, and look* 
pretty g(»ood 

There are two good all-around players 
In the nasodatlon-Quste Bateman, of 
Milwaukee, and Peaches Graham, of M n- 
ncapolls. Ftoth can pitch a good game «nd 
piny an) position in the Infield. l»e*'.de* 
being good outfielder*. Bateman ha* bat¬ 


ted over .3M> for three seasons, and Ims 
done some splendid pitching, beside* play¬ 
ing a good game at first b<*«* Them arc 
few players who would fit In b#uer as 
all-around men that Bateman and Gra¬ 
ham.

Day of Specializing. Especially On the Pac'fic Coast, Seems 

Doomed To Go. 


A NKW era In to dawn for clean and 
general Amateur athletics 
throughout th«- Middle and Far 
W«t. The day of specialising 
one branch to the detriment of the gen¬ 
eral .scheme of all-around athletlra la faat 
waning, and the Pacific district In des¬ 
tined. once the movement la really going 
well, to wrest from the East the athletic 
honors so long held In this section. 

In brief, this Is the belief of Joseph R. 
Marcabe. of Boston, president of the A. 
A U.. after a journey of over 10.000 miles, 
made in the Interests of the governing 
body, from which he has Just returned. 
Ab«o. as a result of his Investigations, a 
new association was formed, the Rnclty 
Mountain; an Impetus given to the forma¬ 
tion of municipal athletic associations, 
and difficulties such as that caused by the 
fighting clubs which arc In control In the 
Pacftlc A. A., were attended to and are 
In a tair way to be amicably settled. 

Over the possibilities for expansion Mr. 
Maccabe la entsiustasOc as regard* the 
section under the jurisdiction of the P. 
A A . and wn» emphatln In stating that 
once the clubs there get working In the 
broad field the prestige of the East was 
in danger. He was impressed with »he 
great opportunity, stating that ins ath¬ 
letes had advantages equaled nowhere 
tUe. 

He Instanced many cates, particularly 
those of Parsons and uan Kelly, as show¬ 
ing a*ha: could bo done with Individuals 
and used the great meet on July 4. when 
over lftO.OOO people gathered In and about 
the Golden Gate Park to witness whnt he 
characterlied as one of the best handled 
• ml most complete athletic meets he had 
ever seen, as a fair sample of whit or¬ 
ganised effort could do.
